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Meetings of Mining Companies. 
PESTARENA UNITED GOLD MINING COMPANY. 


The ordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at the City 
Terminus Hotel, Cannon-street, on Wednesday, to receive the ac- 
countsand balance-sheet, the reports of the directors, auditor, captain 
of the mines, and the engineer-in-chief; also for the transaction of 
the general business of the company,—Dr. F. F. QUIN in the chair. 

Mr. J. C, GOODMAN (the secretary) read the notice convening 
the meeting. 

The report of the directors stated that the accounts presented at 
the meeting held in January showed a loss of 56711. 0s.4d. on nine months’ 

working—from Jan. 1 toSept. 30. The accounts now submitted showed a s:nill 
profit of 7701. 7s. 10. upon the year, from October, 1868, to Sept, 30, 1869. The 
gold returns for the two periods were respectively 16,6441. and 24,5141. ; so that 
a great improvement has taken place in the value of the mines since they have 
been under Mr. Dean’s management. During the past year two of the mines— 
Val Toppa and Acquaylte—have greatly increased in value; andett is to the 
~apid improvement in these mines that the increase in the gold production is 
chiefly due. The working of the still more important mine of Peschiera has 
been, and is even now, carried on under great difficulties; but some progress 
has already been made with the works necessary for the full development of 
this mine. The mostadvantageous mode of treating the Cani ores has not yet 
been determined. For the present, therefore, the extraction of these ores has 
been discontinued. The board have given the most anxious consideration to the 
subject; and, after obtaining the best advice accessible to them in England, 
they sent out Dr. Le Neve Foster to act, under Mr, Dean, as reduction officer at 
the mines. They have also had the advantage of the services of Mr. Holman in 
a similar capacity, and they hope for the best results from the professional 
knowledge and experience of these gentlemen. A wire-rope road, upon the prin- 
ciple patented by Mr. Hodgson, is in course of construction from Pestarena to 
Cieppo-Morelli, and from the mine at Val Toppa to the establishment at Piedi- 
tmaulera. The terms of the contract fot the two lines are favourable to the com- 

, pany, the contractor haviug agreed to construct the lines at his own cost, to 
work them at a moderate fixed rate for three months after their completion, 
and to receive payment only on condition of their proving thoroughly efficient. 
These lines will furnish cheap and expeditious means for transporting the ore 
from the mines to the establishment, and will thus overcome one of the greatest 
obstacles which has hitherto interferred with the remunerative working of the 

roperty. 

i The report of Mr. Arthur Dean (engineer-in-chief) stated that the effects of 
the disastrous floods in the autumn of last year pressed heavily on the mines 
until the spring of the current year, and the winter was long and severe, It 
was not till February that the Pescheira Mine could again be brought into a 
working state. During the past 15 months the work of opening out new ground 
in Cani, Val Toppa, and Acquavita has been vigorously pressed, and the re- 
sults are most satisfactory, placing the mines in a profitable state, and opening 
up prospects of much greater improvement. It has been deemed sound policy 
to secure large reserves of discovered ores before entering upon any further large 
expenditure upon surface works; and to that end the operations have been di- 
rected up to the present time. The new discoveries made during the last 
15 months in the Val Toppa and Acquavite Mines, of ores yielding through 
the mills 10 dwts. and upwards of gold per ton, are estimated at 15,700 ozs. of 
gold, of the value 51,0001., being at the average rate of 34007. per month ; of that 
amount 6040 ozs. have been extracted, and 9660 ozs. contained in 13,200 tons of 
ore remain in reserve. Of the foregoing amounts it is estimated that 10,477 ozs. 
of gold in 8600 tons of ore, of the gross value of 34,0501., are due to discoveries 
made within the past nine months of the current year, (say) 38001. per month, 
4037 ozs. have been extracted, and 6440 ozs. go to the reserves. The reserves of 
discovered ores of 10 dwts. and upwards of goid per ton, in the Val Toppa, Ac- 
quavita, and Peschiera Mines, oa Sept. 39, are estimated at about 15,700 ozs. of 
gold in 22,700 tons of ore, of the gross value of about 51,0001. Of ores under 
10 dwts, of gold per ton through the mills there are probably 50,000 tons, which 
are not taken into account, and of those 35,000 tons are to be found in Val Toppa 
Mine. With cheap transport and proper appliances this class of ores may 
be wrought with fair profit; and in the course of a few months, when the new 
wire-road from the mines to the reduction-works and the new stamps are com- 
pleted, the Val Toppa poorer ores will be largely availed of, and the wire tram 

way from Pestarena will also permit of the Peschiera and Acquavita poor ores 
being sent, after concentration, to Battigio for reduction. In the past nine 
months of 1869, 7389 tons of ore have been reduced, yielding 5838 ozs, 10 dwts. 
of gold, which has sufficed to pay the working costs at all thecompany’s mines, 
as well as the London and general expenses, with a residue of profit. The ex- 
traction and reduction of the ores has not kept pace with the discoveries, owing 
to the want of facilities for the carriage of the ores to the reduction-works and 
for bringing the ores to surface, By the end of the year he expects the wire 
tramways to bein running order. The contractor undertakes that each line 
shall be capable of transporting 50 tons per 10 hours, and the cost of carriage per 
ton will, probably, not exceed 10d., including maintenance. The saving by 
wire-rope is estimated at 3s, 4d. per ton from Val Toppa, and 9s. per ton from 
Pestarena; and the saving upon reduction cost by the Battiglo as compared 
with the Pestarena mills ts 10s. per ton. The cost of the two wire tramways is 
taken at 35001., and the earnings of them in one year are estimated at 36001. 
Referring to the reduction processes, Mr. Dean states that the Cani ores can- 
not in the raw state be treated successfully through the Francfort mills. In 
the spring of the present year samples of the Cani ores were submitted to two 
metallurgical chemists—Dr. Percy, of the Royal School of Mines, and Mr. D. 
Forbes. Dr. Percy has not yet made his report ; that of Mr, Forbes has been re- 
ceived, and, with some slight modifications, he iu the main approves the system 
of treatment he (Mr. Dean) suggested. Undoubtedly, great difficulties have to 
be overcome before the right processes to extract a profitable quantity of gold 
from the Cani ores are determined; but the results of some small experiments 
tried encourages him to believe that a successful issue will be arrived at, which, 
considering the great quantity of ores the Cani miues are capable of supplying, 
is of the utmost importance. 

The CHAIRMAN said it became his duty upon the present occasion 
to give some short details of the state and condition of the under- 
taking. ‘There were several points to which he was desirous to call 
attention, but their engineer-in-chief would be able to give fuller 
and more comprehensive information. He need hardly say that there had been 
many great difficulties to overcome, arising in a great measure from the inun- 
dations that occurred last year in consequence of the floods, which did great 
damage to the roads, launders, stores, materials, and buildings, as well as to 
the machinery by which the mines were drained. For the first five months 
they had been unable to reach the ore at the richest mine, and, he was sorry to 
inform them, by the last advices received this machinery had again given way. 
In speaking of this machinery he wished it to be distinctly understood that it 
was not the new machinery sent out from England, which was of an improved 
character, as it was the machinery the company purchased with the mine from 
the Italian proprietors. It will be necessary in a great measure to replace 
this; but when it was considered that the whole of the mines were in very 
mountainous districts the difficulty of transport might well be imagined ; this 
was gradnally being remedied, as he would presently pointout. The encourag- 
ing feature in their entire enterprise was the immense amount of reserves dis- 
covered by the judicious exploratory works set on foot by Mr. Dean, their en- 
gineer-in-chief—indeed, it was not too much to say that by the immense amount 
of rich ore discovered in virgin ground new mines have been opened. The greatest 
credit was due to Mr. Dean for having made these most important discoveries, 
because the sources whence the large quantities of gold were produced in 1867 and 
1868 had for the reasons he had stated been almost entirely closed to them for the 
last nine or ten months, and hence the returns during that period had been ob- 
tained from the new discoveries. As, however, there was a large supply of rich 
ores ready to be taken away in the spring, the directors considered it almost as 
so much balance at the bankers, for they were sure to get large returns as soon 
as they were able to get the rich ores down to the works. With the view of fa- 
cilitating this most important end, the directors have entered into an agree- 
ment with Mr. Hodgson, the inventor of the wire-rope tramway, to construct 
lines by which the mines would be readily and inexpensively connected with 
the reduction works. There was no doubt one of their great desiderata had been 
a cheap means of transit for their ores, but this would be supplied by the wire- 
rope tramways. Del:y had arisen in getting the sanction of the different proprie- 
tors of land in the neighbourhood to these wire-rope ways being made, but, owing 
to the great tact, judicious management, and conciliatory manners of their en- 
gineer-in-chief, all those difficulties had been overceai¢, and the tramways, 
would have been completed by this time had the shareholders, by their subscrip- 
tions for the preference capital, enabled the directors to forward instructions to 
Mr. Dean to commence the work at an earlier date. That which would have 
been undertaken in January was not commenced till May or June, the result of 
“hich had been not only the loss of several months, but by that delay they had 

‘been run into the bad season. The immediate result of their completion would 
be that the cost of the carriage of the ore from one mine, which now amounted 
to about 12s. 9d. per ton, would be reduced to 3s. 9d. per ton ; and in the other 
case the reduction would be from 4s, 7d. to ls. 7d. per ton. The gain of that 
could be easily calculated—so great, indeed, would the saving be that the engi- 
neer estimated the entire cost of the tramways would be covered in 15 months 
from the time they were brought into operation. The agreement made by the 
directors with the inventor of these wire-ways was that he should construct 
them at his own cost, and that they should be worked for three months to the 
satisfaction of the directors and engineer. If they failed it would be at the in- 
ventors’ cost, and if they proved successful the company would pay for them at 
the end of nine months, half the amount in cash, and the remainder in bills 
at three, six, and nine months. As to the results of the year’s operations, it 
was true the profit had been small upon the large amount of work that had been 
carried out and the large returns of gold made, but still the profit was more 
than sufficient to pay the dividend of 124% per cent. upon the preference shares, 
and, in addition, the reserves were created. As he had already said, the judi- 
cious exploratory works undertaken by Mr. Dean had already resulted in laying 
open reserves of ore to the valueof 21,0001. upon the year, increasing their value 
to 51,0001., and, of course, the expense in connection with these works bad 
absorbed‘a great deal of the produce which otherwise would have been divisible 
amongst the shareholders, but it had been thought wise to carry this expendl- 
ture to the debit of revenue, inasmuch as large discoveries of rich ore had been 
made. (Hear, hear.) He then moved that the reports and balance-sheet be re- 
ceived and adopted.—— Mr. RAMSAY seconded the proposition. 

A SHAREHOLDER directed attention to the expenditure in London.——Mr. 
PROCTER asked the present amount of the arrears of call ?——Mr. GOODMAN re- 
plied by stating that the arrears now amounted to 21471., of which some 2001. 
was due upon the third call, and the remainder upon the last. 

Mr. DEAN, in reply to a question from Col. PERCEVAL, stated that the consent 
of the owners of the land over which the wire-ways passed had been secured by a 
signed document, notarially drawn and witnessed, which in Italy was perfectly 
legal and binding. 

The CHAIRMAN thought It necessary to explain that the form of the balance- 
shect had been determined by the auditor, who had great experience in mining 
matters. As thus prepared, the accounts showed a profit of 7701., instead of, 
as in 1868, a loss of 57601., so that there was no doubt a new era was dawning 
for the Pestarena Company. This being the case, the auditor had recommended 
that in future a depreciation account should be opened to provide for wear and 
tear of machinery, 





Mr. RAMSAY asked what interest was held by the directors? —-Mr. GOODMAN 
said that the directors held 16,555 ordinary and 1630 preference shares—nearly 
one-fourth of the entire capital of the company. 

Mr. RAMSAY wished to know why such items as that for the special report 
upon the mines should be charged against revenue instead of capital ? 

The CHAIRMAN said his impression was that such charges should be carried 
to the debit of capital, but that was a matter which the auditor determined. 

Mr. HILL thought the revenue statement for the year required some explana- 
tion. It appeared to him that everything that could be charged against revenue 
had been pat into that account, reducing the balance of net profit to 7701., which, 
considering that 25,0001. worth of gold and ore had been raised, seemed to him 
to be a very smallamount. He took exception to the sum of 4521. for special 
report on the mines being charged against the working account; he thought it 
should be charged to capital, because it was an exceptional expenze, incurred to 
determine the state of the company’s properties, and the plau of working to be 
followed during a number of years; and he must conclude that there were a 
great many items charged to working cost (20,1611.) which might also be charged 
to capital. They were told that a very large amount of extra work had been 
done in the year, to lay open the mines and augment the reserves of ore, and, 
of course, the banefit of those works would be felt in future years, but in the 
accounts before them all those extra expenses had been charged against the 
gold raised in the year, which might lead many shareholders to suppose that 
the mines were in a much less favourable state than they really were, and he 
hoped Mr. Dean would favour them with some explanations upon the points 
mentioned. ‘ 

Mr. DEAN said it should be remembered that the directors had at 
their disposal only a moderate amount of capital, the greater portion 
of which will be required for the execution of the new works, destined 
to relieve them from the difficulties which now pressed so heavily 
upon the working costs and profits. Mr. Hill was quite correct in supposing 
that many heavy items of expense were charged against the produce of gold for 
the year which might with propriety be charged to capital, but if that principle 
were adopted the fund to which they had to look for the execution of the new 
works would be frittered away, and they would not then be able to obtain the 
relief so much required without asking for more capital; whereas, by charging 
to capital oaly such amounts as were strictly due to new works, they would be 
able to carry through the programme approved by the shareholders at the meet- 
ing in January last. The course advised by Mr. Hill would make the balance 
of profit upon the year much larger, but, inasmuch as a time must come when 
the mines must bear all the costs, he thought the right thing had been done, now 
that the mines are paying their way, in charging all expenses against produce, 
except the expenture for the new works projected. In the revenue statement for 
the yearcredit was taken only for the gold and ore raised, but the meeting would 
see by the reports before them that large reserves of discovered ore had been 
laid open in excess of the quantity raised; and, although the cost of making 
those discoveries had been charged to working cost, no credit had been taken for 
those reserves created in the year, estimated at 21,0001., gross value. Now, al- 
lowing 16,0001. for the realisation of ores, there remained 50001. net profit upon 
them, which, added to 25,0001. gold and ore raised, would represent 30,0001. as 
the earnings in the year, and, the cost charged being 20,000/., there would re- 
main 10,000/. as the gross profit upon the year, notwithstanding the sums charged 
to working account, which, with more capital at command, might have been 
charged to capital. He thought the revenue account had been prepared in the 
right form, although it was true that it did not show the whole amount of pro- 
gress which the mines had made during the year. Out of the gross profit, of 
course, the general cost of the chief management, finarcial agency, and London 
expenses had to be paid, and those amounts would vary but little, even if the 
production from the mines was quadrupled. To fully appreciate the progress 
made in the year, it shouid not be forgotten that the ioss in the preceding nine 
months upon working account had been very heavy, as stated in the directors’ 
report, and they had commenced the year ending Sept. 39, 1868, very heavily 
weighted ; also, that owing to the flooding of the Peschicra Mine, through the 
disasters arising from the floods in August and September, 1868, they had not 
been able to extract any ore from that mine during the first five mouths of the 
year, in addition to which very heavy expenses had been incurred to repair the 
damages done, the greater portion of which had been charged to working cost. 
In the first six months of the year they had barely paid the mine costs out of 
the ralsings, but in the last six months they had made a gross profit of about 
5000/., and had added largely to the reserves of ore, which ore would hereafter 
be tuken away at considerably less cost than could be done at the present time, 
It hal only been by great exertion that the disasters in the early part of the 
year had been overcome; still the mines had come well through their difficul- 
ties. Up to the present time they had not had any benefit from the new works 
projected to relicve many of the heavy charges which pressed so heavily upon 
them, because those works had not been completed ; but he hoped in the course 
of a few months that some of them would be in operation, when a considerable 
reduction of the working costs in proportien to the ore raised would result, and 
they would also be able largely to increase their raisings of ore, and likewise to 
avail of the poorer classes of ore, of which there was a very large quantity laid 
open, but unavailable until the present heavy cost of extraction, carriage, and 
reduction was reduced by the new works in progress. 

A PROPRIETOR enquired when those works would be ready ?——Mr. DEAN 
would reply to that question whilst giving a sketch of the works and their ob- 
jects. The connection of the mines with the reduction-works by a cheap means 
of transport for the ore was of paramonntimportance. They had at Val Toppa 
and Battigio 56 large mills, of which 30 were idle, because by the present means 
of carriage they could only carry down ore enough to supply 26 of them. A 
contract had been entered into with the patentee of the wire-rope tramway 
system for the construction of two lines—the one from Val Toppa to the Pie- 
dimulera reduction-works, and the other from Pestarena to Cieppimorelli, on 
the way to the Battigio works ; each line is to be capable of transporting 50 tons 
of ore per day, and the saving upon the present cost of carriage between those 
places is estimated at 34. 4d. for Val Toppa and 9s. per ton for Pestarena. It 
was intended that the lines should be in running order in November ult., but 
delays from the opposition of landowners, and the early setting in of the winter, 
had delaycd thecompletion of the work; about six weeks more work upon them 
would complete both lines, but with the winter upon them it would be unsafe 
to estimate their completion before April or May next. It was a great disap- 
pointment that they could not have the use of the wire tramways during the 
winter, «8 the return of gold during that period would have been considerably 
greater than it could now be. The next important work was the making of a 
new leat at Pestarena, to supply water at a higher level for the hauling turbine 
at Peschiera, the alveration of the turbine for greater pressure, the completion 
of the sinking of the perpendicular hauling-shaft down to the 46 fm. level, under 
the deep adit at Peschiera, and the increase of the power of the hauling turbine 
at Acquavite ; weather permitting, those works would be accomplished by Ma 
next, and then the hauling-power at those mines would be more than doubled, 
and a considerable reduction upon the present cost of hauling would be made; 
besides which they would be able to work the rich side lodes at Peschiera down 
to the 46 fathom level, where the lodes are standing whole to the surface, and 
the resources of the Peschiera and Acquavite Mines would be very considerably 
increased. The work of making a new engine-shaft at Peschiera could be com- 
menced in three places when the additional hauling-power is secured ; at pre- 
sent they could not commence that work, as they could not get away the stuff. 
The reduction-works likewise claimed attention, and works for concentrating 
the ores, and also for stamping, had been projected at the Val Toppa establish- 
ment, and were in course of execution. A part of the concentrating apparatus 
was already prepared, and by January might be in operation. Tho stamps 
would be ready by the spring, when the wire-rope could bring down the ore from 
the Val Toppa Mine. Great improvement had been effected in the amount of 
gold which the large mills extracted from the ores. In 1868 he found the mills 
did not extract upon an average more then 50 per cent. of the assay gold content 
in the ore. Now, he was glad to inform them that they were regularly extract- 
ing from the Val Toppa and Pestarena ores passed through the mills 7344 per 
cent. of the gold they contained—a result not often equalled, and very rarely 
surpassed, at other gold establishments in which auriferous pyrites ores are 
treated ; but he should not be content to stop short of an extraction of 80 per 
cent. of the gold, and he hoped very shortly to arrive at that point. At the 
Val Antigoria Mines, a few miles off, he had established the same mode of ope- 
rating as that which would shortly be in operation at Val Toppa and Battigio ; 
and during several months past they had been there extracting upwards of 
80 per cent. of the gold in the ore, and he saw no reason why they should not 
do as well with the Val Toppa and Pestarena ores. ‘To determine the real ave- 
rage assay gold contents of the ores treated, a most thorough system of sam- 
pling and assay of all the ores passed through the mills had been instituted, and 
upwards of 2000 tons had been so tested; the gold obtained through the mills 
was also assayed, and the produce in fine gold obtained was compared with 
the assay of the ores also in fine gold, and the percentage extracted determined. 
The assays were made by two independent assayers, each of whom checked the 
others’ work, and if any notable difference occurred between them the samples 
were referred to a third assayer. The improvement in the produce from the 
mills has not cost the company 101. ; it has been brought about almost insen- 
sibly by the united efforts of the agents, the workmen, and the engineer, and is 
wholly due to improved manipulation of the ores in the mills. The mills were 
designed by the late manager, Dr. Francfort, and he, Mr. Dean, in honour of 
the designer had given them the name of “the Franckfort Mills,’ although 
the doctor had not developed their full capabilties as now shown, the merit of 
the plan was his, and it had afforded to him as his successor in the manage- 
ment very sincere pleasure in being able to prove that the doctor's pertinacity 
in adhering to his mills in spite of a great amount of hostile criticism, was 
right, and it must be gratifying to the proprietors to know that the consider- 
able amount of capital spent fn the construction of the 56 large Francfort mills 
was wellinvested. When only 50 per cent. of the gold could be extracted through 
the mills, it looked as if those mills must be displaced, and other machinery sub- 
stituted, which would have caused a great loss of the capital spent upon them ; 
but all those fears had now disappeared. The weak point in the mills is the 
rather high cost per ton for treatment, which renders them unfit for low pro- 
duce ores; but by concentrating the ores before milling, and passing the poor 
stuff cheaply through the stamps, the mills will be amply supplied with ores 
fitted for them, and the expense per ton will be very considerable diminished. 
The stamps will operate upon the poor ores separated in concentrating the ores 
for the mills, and will also stamp the ores from the great quartz lode at Val 
Toppa, wherein there are upwards of 30,000 tons of good stamp ore already laid 
open. In the raw state the Cani ores had beaten the Francfort mills. An ex- 
perimental plant was now being constructed at Battigio, combining his own 
plans and those of Mr. David Forbes, a gentleman largely experienced in the 
treatment of auriferous minerals. A large calcining furnace, condensing cham- 
bers, stack, steam-boiler, &c., had been erected. and some additional machinery 
was on its way to Battigio. He hoped in the course of six months to be able 
to prove that the Cani ores can be treated with a profit, and if so, the great re- 
sources of the Cani Mine would become available. It was not necessary for him, 
then, to go through the details of the underground workings, as they were fully 
described ib the reports before the meeting ; he would only say that the opera- 
tions during the year ending Sept. 30 had shown the great productiveness of 
the mines. If so large a result had not been realised as might have been anti- 
cipated it arose from circumstances beyond control, and not from poverty of 
the mines. At the meeting in January last the proprietors had been distinctly 
told that the reallsation of the estimated returns must depend upon the prompti- 
tude with which they furnished the directors with the necessary funds for the 
execution of the new works; they had not, however, enabled the directors 
to give the necessary orders until May last, and the consequence of the delay 
had been that works which could have been complcted in the fine season, if 
ordered at the beginning of the year, had been so retarded that the winter had 





overtaken them, and their completion was hardly to be calculated upon before 
the spring, which had prevented their having any effect upon the gold produc- 
tion in 1869, which was very much to be regretted. His own opinion of the 
ability of the mines to furnish the estimated profits when provided with the 
facilities upon which the estimates had been based, had in no degree diminished. 

Col. PERCEVAL asked Mr. Dean if the wire-rope system now being constructed 
was similar to that hitherto in operation ?——Mr, DEAN replied in the nega*ive, 
adding that it was entirely different. It consisted of an endless wire-rope run- 
ning over pullies, supported upon high pedestals ; at equal distances boxes were 
suspended from the rope, the full ones travelling on one side, and the empty 
ones on the other: they travel with the rope, which was in constant circulation, 
and a constant delivery of the mineral or other goods took place at the terminus. 
From the time these ways were completed the returns would be increased, and 
the costs reduced, producing results which he had no doubt would prove highly 
satisfactory. 

The CHAIRMAN, referring to the London expenses, stated that they had been 
increased unduly in consequence of the amalgamatioa of three companies and 
other circumstances, which would not recur.——Mr. SMITH (a director) added 
that the board were taking means to reduce the ordinary salaries for the future, 

Mr. DEAN, in reply to a question as to the returns that would probably be 
made from April, stated that his reply must be contingent upon the completion 
of the tramways, and the other works now in operation. When completed he 
thought they might look for 1500 ozs. per month, 

The reports and accounts were received and adopted. Messrs, John Fisher 
and William Fisher, two of the directors retiring by rotation, were unanimously 
re-clected, and the board now consists of seven members only. A special vote 
of thanks was passed to Mr, Dean. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman and directors concluded the proceedings. 


THE MINING ASSOCIATION, 


The second ordinary meeting of shareholders was held at the offices, 
Austinfriars, on Thursday,—Mr, WILLIAMSON in the chair. 

The notice convening the meeting was read. 

The report of the directors stated that the balance at the credit of 
profit and loss is 65322, 19s, 9d. Full explanations of the position of 
the company having been given at the extraordinary general meeting, held so 
recently as Aug. 24, the directors have now little to add beyond congratulating 
the shareholders on the fact that the favourable anticipations then held out 
have been to a considerable extent already confirmed. In the early part of the 
ensuing year they hope to realise some of the investments on terms that will 
give a satisfactory dividend to the shareholders, 

The CHAIRMAN said that in August last a meeting was held for the 
purpose of submitting to the shareholders the position of the com- 
pany’s affairs, when it was unanimously agreed that the most judi- 
cious course would be to make a call rather than dispose of any of the securities 
held by the company, Subsequent events had proved the wisdom of that step, 
for the company was now in a much better position than it was six months since, 
During that period a considerable advance had taken place in the market value 
of the securities held, and the accounts at the date at which they were made up 


showed a balance to the good of above 60901.—that is, supposing the accounts 
were closed and the assets realised, there would be that amount to return to the 
shareholders. A handsome dividend could have beer declared upon the pre- 
sent occasion, but it would have involved the realisation of certain securities 


which the board thought would be most unadvisable at the present time, Already 
the accounts showed that the profits were nearly 50 percent. in advance of tho 
capital, and if the results were realised which he confidently believed would be 
the case, no shareholder would regret having associated himself with the enter- 
prise. With those few remarks he would move that the report and balance-sheet 
be received and adopted. 

Mr. DAUKEsS seconded the proposition, and stated that the directors had good 
reason to be proud of the resul's already achieved, which results, he added, 
should be accepted as an earnest of the future, 

Mr. LAW said that, although the profits appeared to be too large to be true, 
yet be was fully convinced that, so long as the directors were satisfied as to the 
progress of the company, the shareholders could not do better than leave all de- 
tails to their undivided control, 

Mr. DAUKES, in reply to a question, stated that all liabillties were included 
in the balance-sheet. —~Mr. BULLER sald he anticipated a large dividend would 
be declared in a short-period, and therefore, without any hostile object to the 
directors, he was desirous of modifying that Article of Assoclation by which the 
cirectors were to be paid 10 per cent. upon the profits when acertain amount of 
dividend was paid to the shareholders. 

The CHAIRMAN sald the board had never considered that question, but assured 
the hon. proprietor when the company had attained that position the directors 
would not avail themselves of the power provided by the Article referred to, 
unless with the sanction of the shareholders, —-Mr. BULLER expressed himself 
satisfied with the assurance of the Chairman. 

The report and balance-sheet was received and adopted unanimously. Mr. 
Brandt was re-appointed auditor, 

A vote of thauks to the Chairman and directors concluded the proceedings. 








IMPORTANT JUDGMENY? IN THE STANNARY COURT. 
Re PROSPER UNITED MINING COMPANY—Re COMPANIES ACT, 1862, 


His Honour the Vice- Warden has given the following judgment in 
this case, heard at the November sitting of the Stannary Court :— 


This was an unregistered compiny—i.e., a Common law company, usually 
called a cust-book company. A petition was filed to wind-up the company, by 
certain creditors, on Aug.!4, which was made absolute on Aug, 27, Shortly before 
the petition was presented adistress by the lords of the mine was putin, which 
if proceeded with by sale would have considerably damaged the works, and have 
stopped the working. ‘The lords submited to a stay of their proceeding on con- 
dition that all their rights should be reserved, and that meanwhile the company 
should be allowed to carry on their works until the result of the hearing of the 
petition. After Aug. 27 possession was taken by the officer of the Court, who, 
by the course and practice of the Court, represents the official liquidator when 
no one else is appointed. Upon the taking of possession, the Court, in the in- 
terest of all parties, sanctioned the continuance of the working for the benefit 
of the estate. The same agents and managers of the company contined to be 
employed under the sanction of the Court, and carried on the works under the 
several setts or pitcbes theretofore subsisting as between the company and its 
labourers, subjected to a future sale of the property of the company when it 
should be Judged expedient. 

The ordinary effect of thisstateof things is that the temporary working of the 
mine is to be carried on at the expense, not of the Court, but of such funds as 
the liquidator can command out of the assets of the expiring company, sales of 
ores, &c. ‘I'he sale of all the remaining property of the company was eventually 
advertised for Sept. 14 last. The prospectus of sale specified ** all the machinery, 
materials, effects upon and within the mine belonging to thecompany.’’ Ores 
were not specified, though I believe they were meant to be, and might be, in- 
cluded in the word “ effects.’’ At the sale the auctioneer was asked questions 
as to the ores to be included in the sale. This was a natural and proper ques- 
tion, and the reply given by the auctioneer, and confirmed by Mr. Marshall, 
then present at the sale, and attending in his character of official liquidator, 
and representing both the company and the Court, was in effect as follows :— 
That all the ores broken underground or on the surface were to be sold, and would 
pass to the purchaser ; that whatever the Court could sell would pass to the pur- 
chaser ; that all the ores and materials would be handed over to the purchaser ; 
and that * all thecosts of the mine would be paid down to the day of sale,’’ Some 
loose, unsatisfactory statements by affidavitor otherwise by two or three labour- 
ing miners were used on the hearing before me,but on the above and only material 
matters I see nothing at variance with the statement of the auctioner, who was 
examined before me, The question, therefore, is a simple one, and arises as be- 
tween the official liquidator and the purchaser. It is not a question, as stated 
by the advocate for the claimants in Court, as between the working labourers 
and this Court; their right to tribute was not, and never was, disputed by any- 
body. The only matter for my decision is the question who is to pay them ? As 
to tribute, the setts or pitches were made bi-monthly, and the first workings 
after the order absolute to wind-up were under a sett, or setts, made on Aug. 6 
last, and the costs of the workings will be determined by reference to the bar- 
gain then made between the company and the miners. Since, three more setts, 
or pitches, or tribute were added by sanction of the official liquidator in Septem- 
ber fora limited time, determinable on the sale of the property. I do not feel able 
to distinguish one class of these setts from the other. In both the working was by 
sanction of the Court, and every expense of the working down to the sale was 
chargeable on the company—i. é., on the assets or funds in the hands, or under 
the control, of their official representative. In my judgment the tribute must be 
regarded as partof these expenses or costs with which a purchaser ought not to 
be charged. 

It is very probable that a different opinion may have existed in the mind of 
Mr. Marshall or his legal adviser. I presume that the ground of this opinion 
was the one mentioned by Mr. Marrack in his address—that the tribute is an 
intrinsic lieu on the ore so broken, and adheres to it as liens do in some well- 
known instances, and that to sell free from that lien was beyond the powers of 
a liquidator. I cannot accede to that view, though it may be that for some 
purposes there is such a lien. If, for example, a solvent company were to sell 
ores before the labourers were satisfied, they might apply to this Court with 
success for an injunction on filing a creditors’ sult against the company, even 
if the company had paid all other wages except the stipulated tribute. I, there- 
fore, decide this case in favour of the purchaser, and declare that he ts free from 
liability to the tributers for any such back costs of working between August 27 
and Sept. 14. I authorise the official liquidator to pay the taxed costs of this 
hearing out of the assets in Court, if, or as soon as, there be such available.

REPORT OF CAPLAIN JAMES BARRATT. 

Eclipse Gold Mine, Owen’s Lake, California, Oct, 23, 1869.—Agreeably with your 
instructions, I have carefully examined the Eclipse Gold Mine. : 

The Eclipse Gold Mine ts situated at Eclipse Canon, in the Sierra Gorcla Moun- 
tains, about 4 miles east from the Owen's River, eight miles from Independence 
Jity, and the same distance from Lowe Pine City, 15 miles north of Owen's Lake, 
210 miles from the port of Los Angeles, and 45) miles from San Francisco, Imyo 
County (late Tulare County), California, 

This mine is opened by two shafts, about 50 ft. apart, and to the depth of 100 
and 160 ft. respectively. The lode, which varies in width from 3 to 20 ft., is 
composed of quartz, oxide of fron, a little antimonial silver ore, and at inter- 
vals a little galena, the whole auriferous, and produces metal or gold from 1/44 
to 4 ozs. to the ton of ore, In this lode, which isa good Indication, there is con- 
siderable oxide of iron, and as the tron is decomposed It will not interfere with 
the amalgamation, as it otherwise would had it been in the sulphurets. This 
champion lode, as Lean with propriety call it, bears north-east and south-west, 
and dips at an angle of 56° 30’, or 9 ft. in a fathom south-east. The lode crops 
out boldly for the greater part of the length of the grant, which ts 8100 ft., and 
thousands of tons of very rich ore can be raised immediately below the outcrop 
at very little expense, and all the lode goes to stamps or to the mill. Below the 
bottom level there is a winze sunk 380 ft. deep, in which the lode will yield 14 tons 
of ore to the fathom, and I may safely calculate the yleld of gold at 2 ozs. the 
ton of ore (see samples), say 2 ozs, to Lhe ton, equal 28 ozs., or in money value 
£74 per fathom. In the last Imperfect working there was a little worthless 10- 
stamp mill employed, and the pulp orsand amalgamated in pans, by which they 
obtained In their cleanings never less than $25, nor more than $33, the ton of 
ore; the average of this will give nearly 2 ozs. of gold to the ton, value $29, or 
£5 16s, per ton. This result is by the most imperfect process I ever saw tor the 
reduction and amalgamation of gold ore; if blankets or hides were used 
half as much gold more would have been recovered. 

There is a little silver in the amalgam. The workings and the shafts are up 
in the side of the mountain several hundred feet above the plains, and a con- 
siderable number of years must elapse, with great mining force, before any of 
the workings can arriveat water level, ana that charge (water-charge) will not 
be seen in the cost-book, or trouble the shareholders for a generation to come. 

There is a cross-course 20 feet wide crossing this mining grant, and, of course, 
the lode ts severed and thrown about 200 feet, the lode crops out on either side 
of it ; the present workings are on the north side of the cross-course, nothing 
has been done on the south side of it; there is quitesufficient length on the lode 
in this grant for two or even more mining companies. I should recommend the 
new company to hold the north side of the cross-course, which is about 7000 feet 
long, and lease or sell the south side, which is 1100 feet long, to anot her company, 
from which considerable royalty could be derived, or, if sold in less than two 
years after the Kelipse Is put in operation, it will bring to the new or first com- 
pany double the amount that has to be given at present for the whole of the 
extensive mining property. The mine has very little gunneas or workings, 
although it was in operation two years; the bottom level (the 160 feet level) is

‘This, I consider, may ¢ »st—buildings, 
carriage, erection, &c.—probably £8000, ‘The ore, or quartz, being of a friable 
nature, L consider 10 stamps capable of stamping or pulverising 20 tons daily 
for six days In the week; and allowing 26 working duys in the month at 1% oz.

Other facilities are as follows :—Sea port, Los Angeles, not over 200 miles from 
the mine; country perfectiy level; no steam-power or tunnels required for many

REPORT OF CAPTAIN THOMAS FAULL. 


San Francisco, September, 1868.—In conformity with your request, I have in- 
spected your property, situated on the western slope of the **Imyo’’ Mountains, 
in Tulare County, State of California, and am much pleased to lay before you 
my report thereon. 

The distance from ‘‘ Independence City ’’ to the above mine is about 8 miles, 
across a beautiful valley, irrigated by the waters from *“ Owen’s River.’ On 
arriving at the foot of the mountains before mertioned, and in order to approach 
the mine, [ had to ascend through a deep ravine some 1100 feet; here I fonnd 
the commencement of operations on a splendid looking lode, bearing north-east 
and south-west, with a dip of 45° east towards the mountain. The mine has 
been opened just as other mines are—viz., sinking shafts aud driving levels. I 
find here two shafts have been sunk on the lodecommunicating with the 100 ft. 
and 160 ft. level, also a winze sunk 30 feet below the 160, thus showing the mine 
to be 190 ft. deep. The lode throughont the mine averages from 7 to 10 ft. wide, 
composed of a * brownish quartz,"’ gossan, iron, pyrites, mica, &c., impregnated 
with gold and traces of silver-bearing rock. I took samples from every available 
place, both in the mine and from the large pile of rock lying outside, which re. 
sults, by assay, were as follows :—$80 per ton, $96 50c. per ton, $82 50c. per 
ton ; and I am convinced that if any man, interested or not interested, should 
go and take samples promiscuously from inside the mine, and from the pile on 
the outside, the result will be fully up to the produce of those taken by myself. 

The way the rock is taken from the mine is rather of a novel character; it 
is first dumped over a precipice 80 ft. high, then removed to another one 60 ft. 
high and dumped over; it is then loaded in cars and sent down an incline 
900 ft. long, substantially built, with a double track laid, so that fullcars going 
down will bring up empty ones. It is then hauled by teams to the mill, a dis- 
tance of four miies ; so the rock is pretty well broken up and mixed previous to 
going in said mill. 

I would suppose, according to the elevation of the mountain, that there is 
ground enough laid open in the mine to keep a 20-stamp mill running for four 
years, if not for a longer period. There are 800 tons of rock lying outside the 
mine, worth, as perassay, in taking the lowest figures, $80 per ton. Now, a good 
mill man, who thoroughly understands his business, can put this rock through 
the mill with a very small loss and handsome profits to the company. One 
20-stamp mill in running 30 days would put through 600 tons of such rock. 

I presume the failure of the original company was owing to imperfect ma- 
chinery, not at all adapted for the work it was designed for; hence I was not

The mine is situate nearly \4 mile up the side of the mountain, and is ap- 
proached through a deep ravine, or what is known as Eclipse Canon (orcanyon), 
| in which is a double incline tramway, for sending down the quartz rock from 

the mine to the valley, from whence it is taken to the stamp-mill by horse or 
mule teams in wagons. 
Arriving at the mine, I find two incline shafts sunk on the course of the lode, 
also two levels and two winzes sunk and drivenonthesame. Thesouth or main 
shaft is sunk on the north side of a large cross-course, to the depth of 160 feet. 
The north shaft is sunk 100 feet, to the 100 feet level, which connects the two 
shafts. This level is continued further north, and then a winze is sunk to the 
| 160 feet level, below which, and at a few feet south of the northend of said level, 
is another winze sunk 30 feet (see plan of the mine), making 190 feet from sur- 
face. The lode throughout the mine varies in width, from about 244 to 14 feet, 
| The lode has well-defined walls, and appears to be of a permanent and continu- 
| ous nature. I may mention that in the north shaft may be seen a large bunch 
| of galena ore, the same containing also a good percentage of gold, which we saw 
in a heap of 30 tons now at the surface, and I have no doubt will pay handsomely 
| for working. The same kind of ore has also made its appearance at the bottom 
| of the south shaft. Where this galena ore makes its appearance the lode be- 
comes very large, from which fact I believe that the lode (now 6 feet wide) in 
sinking this (main) shaft, will become as large as at any of the mine. 
The quartz generally has a brown rusty appearance, mixed with some whitish 





and blue quartz and iron, among which are to be found a little mica, mundic, 
spots of galena, and stains of copper, all of which are to be found, more or less, 
iu all gold-boaring lodes of any value in this and other gold countries, 

The formations in which the lode is embedded, as far as the mine is opened, 
are composed of lime rock and porphyry (containing a mixture of granite and 
slate), but in taking the great extent,of ground on the course of the lode, the 
hanging-wall side is principally of granite. 

The two shafts and two levels form two blocks of ground to be taken out, and 
from the same quartz (as shown on plan) enough ore avaiiable tosupply a stamp- 
mill, say 48 stampers, for two years. Many tons now lie in the mine ready to 
be hauled to surface. Two heaps of quartz are also ready for the mill at sur- 
face; the two heaps containing from 600 to 800 tons (Capt. Eudey’s estimate is 
far below the mark). ‘The tower heap alone will be from 400 to 500 tons. 

On the south side of the cross-course a cross-cut has been driven about 70 ft., 
intended to intersect the ‘* hove’’ to the east by said cross-course. In extend- 
ing this cross-cut to cut the lode, I should say that it will give 600 ft. of backs, 
although I would advise that the lode be reached by a rise at half the distance. 
The price to drive the cross-cut will be from $4 to $5 per foot. The lode south 
of cross-course will, in my opinion, eventually be the best part of the mine, It 
is very large, and the advantages for working the same are exceedingly good. 
The quartz here is of the same description and character as on the north of the 
croxs-course, Very little work has been done here, although, if required, any 
amount of quartz can at once be obtained, owing to the mountain rising very 
abruptly on each side, giving a good depth from whence to commence a tunnel. 
From this (south) part of the mine alone sufficient rock for a great length of 
time may be had to supply a large stamping-mill at once, 

The mine, from its elevation, will require no pumping machinery for very 
many years, and a horse-whim at the north side will be all that is required for 
hoisting the rock from the mine over the incline shafts. 

The rock heretofore had to be twice handled ere it was put into the tram- 
wagon to be sent down the incline, being tipped over two precipices, and at the 
lower one is the heap of quartz rock, of from 400 to 500 tons. It was from this 
heap that we took our samples to be assayed, which produced at San Francisco 
$82°50 per ton in gold and silver. 


Taking the samples in this way gave us a better chance to get an average ty 
at 


the mine than to break some in the mine, because here was a large heap th 
came from the various shafts and levels, and had been thoroughly mixed. 

We next proceeded to the river, four miles distant (nearly), over a very even 
and almost level plain, with just sufficient slope to let cars (over a tramway) run 
easily, should such be required. 

On the bank of the river are the remains of the company’s old stamp-mill 
(which was burned some time last summer), and a steam-engine of 25-horse 
power. The latter is but little injured, and the stamps (ten) having iron fram- 
ings, are also but little injured, and will come into use again for a new mill 
when wanted. Therearealsosix grinding and amalgamating pans. Sufficient 
of the old mill, its erection, and mode of operation, are to be seen to show that 
it must have been a miserable affair; and, as Capt. Eudey tells us, ** not at all 
adapted tosave the gold;’’ in fact, when examining into the process of saving 
the gold and silver 1am not at a loss to know why the tailings would at all 
times assay so much. 

The rock was crushed and then put into those grinding pans, and from the 
speed at which they were driven (proved by the driving and other wheels now 
on the ground), I am satisfied that it was a useless operation, and that little or 
no gold could be saved thereby. No blankets orhides were at all used. Should 
the rock require to be pulverised finer than thé stampers can accomplish, proper 
grinding pans or arrastras can be had, but by no means should this be depended 
on alone for saving the gold. 

Capt. Eudey tells me he once put through the same old mill 9 tons of tailings, 
and obtained therefrom $8 per ton, and I verily believe that had he put the 
same through again he would have got $5 or $6 per ton, &. Tne former put- 
ting throngh of tailing produced just enough to pay all expenses that ought to 
be incurred—$8 per ton. I have very carefully examined into the water pri- 
vileges to be obtained from Owen’s River, and tind them such as will put a new 
feature to future operations, Thereare three plans to select from, twoof which 
will necessitate a tramway ; all three will requirea dam to be builtin the river, 

The first (and I must say one that deserves earnest consideration) is to bring 
water to the mine by arace or ditch. This is feasible, and two surveys have 
been made of the same, and may be seen on a mapof the Owen’s River district. 
This district, or (as marked on the map) canal would be nine miles in length, 
giving a fall (which allows for the rise of ground from the river to the mine) of 
30 ft. ; the said canal to be 24 ft. wide at the top, and 12 ft. wide at the bottum, 
and from 3 to 4 ft. deep, the cost of same will be $25,000, but one-half this size 
will be all that the Eclipse Mine will require, The ground over which this 
(or Eudey’s) canal passes is very soft, and can be ploughed and scooped out 
by horse-power, as is usual in thiscountry. This ditch can be brought to the 
foot of the mountain below the mine. 

The second plan is known as ** Eudey’s Ditch,’’ on which a little work has 
been done; this will be 34% miles in length, giving 14 ft. fall at the present mill 
site, and as the ditch can be made toany width, from 100 to 200-horse power may 
be obtained; this size commenced by Eudey, however, gives near 100-horse 
power. The ditch will cost (with dam) $15,000. 

The third plan is one of my own, viz., to build a dam in theriver, and raise the 
water, to give a fall of 6 feet or 8 feet, or even more can be had. ‘The river is 
near 5° feet wide, and has from 10 to 14 feet of water at all seasons of the year, 
I would then fix a water-wheel in the river of such width or breast as to secure 
all the power ever to be required: 300-horse power can be had byso doing. The 
water in the river runs three miles per hour. 

As I before remarked, a dam must be built in either case. 

A tramway can be very easily laid down, as the ground is soft and very even, 
not requiring the pick to be usel; wood rails, with iron on the same, will suffice 
an estimate of which will be annexed, the same being ample, if not over the cost. 
Rails 4 inches square, with iron over it Linch wide, by a 44 inch thick, fastened 
on by screws at every 2 fect, will suffice. 

The annexed estimates of machinery, &c., are for a good and substantial 
mill, but do not include turning and polishing stamper shauks, nor mould- 
ing and varnishing the wood work for same, as scen at various mills in this 
country. 

In ccninaien, I beg to state that with a lode averaging from 7 to 8 feet in 
width, as the Eclipse does, and taking advantage of the water-power available, 
and allowing 25 per cent. of the assay value as lost or unobtainable, I believe 
the Eclipse Mine to be a safe and highly remuncrative investment.

From $5000 to $10,000 should be reckoned for the engine and 10-stamp mill 
now on the ground.

Callington, Sept. .®4866.— While in California I had an opportunity of seeing 
and inspecting the above gold mine, and will now, in compliance with your wish, 
offer a few remarks thereon. 

I find this mine is situated some few miles from the City of Independence, in 
the county of Tulare, and State of California, and is from 200 to 240 miles fro, 
the shipping port of Los Angeles, on the Pacific coast, where all necessary m?

this is to intersect the Peru silver lode and others, which are supposed to run 
through the eastern part of the sett.

ReEMARKS.—A little better feeling has been manifested in the Metal 
Market during the past week, and rather more disposition has been 
shown to enter into transactions, There has also been more inclina- 
tion to engage in speculative operations in certain metals than has 
been the case for a long time past. These are, we trust, indications 
that a more satisfactory state of things is about to arise in the metal 
trade, and that the depression which has so long existed is commenc- 
ing to depart. It is to be hoped that ere long a greater amount of 
confidence will arise in commercial affairs, and that business will 
then become once more active and prosperous. The advices from 
India are, upon the whole, rather more favourable, and there ap- 
pears to be some expectation that a more lively demand will spring 
up, in which case the orders will be sure to become more numerous, 
e2uda more encouraging trade will be done with that portion of the 
empire than has transpired for a long time. Prices have in some 
instances advanced, with a prospect of becoming still higher, but 
generally not much alteration has occurred, nor can any permanent 
advance be expected until a decided improvement occurs in the de- 
mand, ‘The first Message of President Grant to the American Con- 
gress has been perused with much interest, especially that portion 
relating to the claims made by the United States upon this country, 
concerning which he observes that “he hopes a time will soon ar- 
rive when the two Governments can approach a solution of this mo- 
mentous question with an appreciation of what is due to the rights, 
dignity, and honour of each country, and with a determination not 
only to remove all causes of complaint, but to lay the foundation of 
broad principles of public duty, which would prevent future differences, 
and create into firm, continuous peace and friendship this the onlygrave 
question which the United States now have with any foreign nation.” 
We are quite sure that this feeling is fully reciprocated by this 
country, and that nothing will arise to cause any interruption of the 
triendship which ought ever to exist between America and England. 

Coprer.—The market has remained quiet throughout the week, 
and transactions have been very limited. For English prices are 
somewhat easier, although the oflicial rates remain unaltered. Chili 
is now quoted at 66/, 15s, cash, and ore at 13s. 3d. to 13s. 6d. per unit. 

Iron.—In Staffordshire there is but little change to note, transac- 
tions having been upon a limited scale. The mills and forges con- 
tinue to be fairly occupied in the production of finished iron at the 
old rates, but the number of orders coming in at the advanced scale 
is not at present very considerable. In Welsh a considerable increase 
has taken place in the demand for rails, and better prices have been 
realised. Indeed, as far as the present demand for railway iron is 
concerned, scarcely any difficulty is met with in securing contracts. 
American engagements are being vigorously pushed forward, there 
still being fear that the tariff on iron may be advanced. From the 
continental markets there is a good enquiry, and the competition of 
French and Belgian houses has of late materially decreased. Business 
on Indian account is showing some signs.of gradual revival. On 
home account rail orders are on offer, but makers, as a rule, decline 
to burden themselves with additional engagements until they see the 
turn of the market at the commencement of the new year. Quota- 
tions for bars continue below those obtained for rails, but it is be- 
lieved that prices will ultimately assimilate. In Swedish iron there 
is very little activity, and prices have somewhat given way. In 
Scotch pig-iron there has been a good deal of business done during 
the week, and prices have advanced, first to 56s, 3d. cash, and 56s, 6d. 
one month, at which numerous transactions occurred, and afterwards 
to 56s, 6d, cash, and 56s. 9d.one month. The legitimate demand has 
forced prices up, speculation is now beginning to operate, and, con- 
sequently, higher prices may be looked for.

Now, in the first place, we never heard of gold being found 
in “nuggets” at Chontales; and in the next, 100 tons weight of it 
is not only an absurdity, but almost an impossibility, and should it 
eventually turn out that the telegram was really sent by Mr. Lacayo, 
it will probably be found that there has been some inaccuracy in 
transmission. Mr. Belt, the manager, may have discovered some 
rich deposits of gold ore, and already secured 100 tons of the stuff 
containing it. Our readers will not have forgotten the original re- 
ports of Chontales, describing almost fabulous quantities of gold to 
be obtained by a vigorous prosecution of the Consuelo and other 
mines of the company; and it has since been proved beyond doubt 
that the pillars, or supports to their levels, left by the native workers 
at Consuelo, were wonderfully rich in that metal.

A little practice will make the operator familiar with the precise colour and 
appearauce indicating the end; if the whole be now left the precipitate will 
rapidly settle, and the clear liquor above will be nearly colourless,

COLLIERY MANAGEMENT; ITS CONDITION AND ITS 
PROSPECTS, 

That this at every colliery throughout these kingdoms is as good 
as it should be no one who has read recent articles in the Mining 
Journal will maintain; but that mining engineers are prepared to 
allow things to remain as they are no one who knows anything of 
what they are doing will assert. In every colliery district—we had 
nearly said every colliery locality—associations have been formed for 
the advancement of mining science, and for the otherwise more com- 
plete education of the colliery manager in departments of his busi- 
ness having reference alike to above and beneath ground operations, 
We note with much satisfaction that these associations mean work. 
They have their monthly meetings, and thereat papers are read and 
discussions ensue which embrace topics relating to departments of 
the conduct of mines which clearly show that the best colliery en- 
gineers of the present day are unprepared to allow any portion of 
their work to be seamped for want of knowledge respecting it, either 
by themselves or their subordinates, Nor do they confine themselves 
to themselves, They believe in the ability of others to afford them 
information upon points in which others’ investigations may be 
fairly regarded as giving them aclaim to attention, though they 
may not be strictly members of the profession. The North of Eng- 
lund Institute of Mining Engineers is a praise to the trade. It led 
the van, and it keeps it. No other of its many followers is disposed 
to attempt to contest with it for the first position, All the rest are 
its humble imitators, and are only too ready to display loyal alle- 
giance to it as their leader, Within the past few days, monthly 
meetings of most of these associations have been heid; and the 
business transacted at them corroborates what we have just advanced. 

The Northern Institute, at their meeting on Saturday last, after 
adding twelve names to their roll of members, read and discussed— 
first,a paper by Mr, A. L, STEAVENSON, on DAvVieEs’ Conl-cutting and 
Wedlging Apparatus, and then a paper by Mr, J. A. RAMSAY, on the 
Firing of Steam-boilers Economically Considered, Last Tuesday the 
Midland Institute met at their rooms in Barnsley, and Mr, P. CooPer, 
of the Holmes Colliery, near Rotherham, read a paper, which was 
di-cussed, on the modes of Getting Coal, and the way in which these 
should be classified, On the afternoon of the same day the South 
Midland Institute assembled in Wolverhampton, at their monthly 
meeting; added to their list of members, made arrangements for the 
publication of their “Transactions” —for, like their great northern 
prototype, they have a shorthand writer attached to them, by whom 
the discussions on the papers are taken down, and tolerably full ab- 
stracts prepared—and adopted a monogram for their seal; announced 
that Mr. J. P. BAKER, the Government Inspector of the district, was 
preparing, and would deliver at the January meeting, a paper upon 
Mining, and Underground Gases; thatthe President (Mr, H. BECKETT, 
F.G.5.) had nearly ready his paper upon the South Staffordshire Coal 
Field, which was to be given at the 'ebruary meeting ; and that Mr. 

BARNARD PEARD WALKER, whose name is identified with several 
inventions relating to the iron and cognate industries, and who is one 
of the proprietors of 2 cut-nail works of considerable standing, had 
consented, at the request of the committee of management, to follow 
with a paper upon the Safe Working of Steam- Boilers. Last week we 
showed, by record of their monthly meeting, how much in earnest 
are the managers of the South Staffordshire and Kast Worcestershire 
Institute. 

All this is extremely satisfactory; itis indicative of vigour and of 
progress in a departmentof industry to which this nation must look 
for progress and competency in the future, even as by it wealth and 
reputation have been secured in the past. Weare strenuous in urging 
the constant observance of discipline, even at the point of the lash, 
if need be; but discipline will not only appear more and more in- 
cumbent, but it will likewise become less and less difficult in propor- 
tion to the advance of that knowledge which, even to a greater ex- 
tent than experience, will show the necessity of discipline, A well- 
instructed colliery manager will not allow any kind of inattention to 
known and acknowledged rules of precaution to be viewed as pecca- 
dilloes. Nor will such a man be content with merely carrying on 
things as he found them; he will believe every department capable 
of improvement, and he will aim at effecting such improvement with 
a view as well tothe saving of money as to the saving of human life. 
But, sensible of the extravagance of fatal accidents, he will not look 
upon economy in life as unconnected with economy in monetary out- 
lay. Therefore, an improvement or an alteration, which after much 
hought may suggest itself to him, will not be discarded because of 
ts apparent immediate unproductiveness in any other respect than 
n the diminishing of the death rate. It may be that every colliery 
proprietor has not the purse of the Earl of DUDLEY, but every mining 
engineer who is working seams that give off gas may, like Mr, 
LATHAM, at his lordship’s Oakham Pits, not only guard as carefully 
as may be against an explosion, but likewise, if one should occur, 
then enquire how by the dividing of his workings it may be made as 
little as possible disastrous, We make mention of Mr, LATHAM’s 
spring-doors, not because they are at all the only means adopted by 


mining managers of separating the workings, but because their ex- | 


istence is traceable to independent enquiry and individual thought | 


on the part of the mining manager himself, who is not content with- 
out cost of toilsome investigation to adopt the result of such en- 
quiries by others. 

We all know that the Northern Institute, not content with accept- 
ing lamps as they reach their hands from the best makers, but believ- 
ing them to be not a little delusive, and tending to fancied security, 











when, under certain not unfrequent circumstances, they are produc- 
tive of accidents, have instituted investigations which have already 
largely extended our knowledge of the action of the lamps most ge- 
nerally in use, under specified admixtures of air and gas, and in cur- 
rents of these to which, at the most trying times, the miner in the 
fiery pit is nowand again exposed. From these investigations much 
good is yet to be brought about. Not, however, content with direct- 
ing their attention primarily to the saving of life, they go on to en- 
quire how best to get coal with as little expenditure as is possible of 
human labour. It is very gratifying to sce the attention which the 
Institute is paying to machinery for cutting and brenking down the 
mineral. What is being done in the North of England, in Lanca- 
shire, in South Wales, and in South Staffordshire, all in this direc- 
tion, principally under the auspices of the several mining sassocia- 
tions, will hasten forward the completing of machinery of this class, 
which will prove of great value to the colliery proprietor in respect 
alike offaking him less dependent upon that class of help which 
is becoming increasingly costly and increasingly troublesome, at the 
same time that his property is removed from much of the terrible 
risk which often ensues upon the use of explosives in the bringing 
down of strata in the fossiliferous deposits. Already we hear of a 
Government Inspector (Mr. PETER H1IGson) declaring that by the 
use of a coal-cutter with which he experimented at the close of last 
week, supplemented with a breaking down apparatus, also already 
before the public, “the use of gunpowder in working mines on the 
long work system is no longer necessary.” Sensible that there is 
room for economy on the bank as well as in the workings, these in- 
stitutes, as we see, are giving attention to the management and the 
working of steam boilers. That this should be done in the two ex- 
tensive districts in which we now hear of it, recetit explosions, both 
in Durham and South Staffordshire, only too painfully demonstrate. 
Thus we see that our mining engineers, invigorated in their reflec- 
tions by the institutes in which they band themselves, give prompt 
and earnest attention to matters affecting their industry with every 
probability of ensuing improvements immediately that the course of 
events presses for combined thoughtfulness in any one particdlar 
direction. 

That all this, and even more, should be done, and that men who 
have hitherto deemed that they have done all that is required of them 
when they carry out others’ instructions should likewise exercise more 
of the facility of thought upon questions affecting their calling is 
daily becoming’more than ever imperative. Employers will soon be- 
come better judges of the kind of services which should be rendered 
by viewers, underviewers, and officers of all kinds upon whom de- 
volves anyextent of directing effort. The more than 350 members of 
the Iron and Steel Institute, whose meeting at South Kensington is 
reported in the Mining Journal of this week, will everyone of them 
entertain a higher estimate after every meeting as to the importance 
of science and mechanical skill, not only in the making of iron and 
steel, but also in the winning of the materials by which these metals 
are produced. And the attention which mining engineers are now 
giving to advancemen ¥n professional acquirements will pay. Than 
now first-class capabilities were never better remunerated, nor should 
it be feared that the market will be overstocked with the commodity. 
However abundant may be the supply it will not become a drug. 
The demand is increasing, perhaps, more rapidly than the commo- 
dity. There is a belief that not only have we an abundance of coal, 
where it has not hitherto been customary to mine it, but that we have 
also immense stores of good stone in directions in which it has not 
hitherto been sought. The large present, and the yet larger future, 
consumption of stcel is making ironand steel masters look about them 
for further supplies of hematite ore. Hence the Iron and Steel In- 
stitute make application to the Director-General of the National 
Geological Survey department for the making of careful investiga- 
tions into the value of certain hitherto hardly recognised deposits. 
It is true that the Government throw them back upon themselves, 
but that does not make the truth embraced in their application any 
the less powerful, and their belief in the existence in what have pre- 
viously been regarded as out-of-the-way places of valuable stone, is 
encouraged by the discovery made by Mr. DAviIpD Forbes, F.R.S., of 
the presence of an extensive deposit of rich magnetic oxide of iron 
in the Cambrian rocks, near Cader Idris, in Wales—a deposit which 
contains between 40 and 50 per cent. of iron has already been traced 
a considerable distance, and is in some places 12 feet thick. The 
discovery by Mr. ForBkEs is the more encouraging, both to capitalists 
and to mining engineers, at the same time that it is increasingly sig- 
nificant, because the Government Surveyors are stated to have been 
over the ground only a few years ago without detecting the deposit. 





EXAMINATION FOR MINING AND COLLIERY ENGINEERS. 

The laying out and proper ventilation of collieries is a question of 
such vast importance that it can searcely be too often or too promi- 
nently alluded to in the columns of a paper especially devoted to the 
mining interests. We cannot altogether endorse the remarks which 
have been made by some mining engineers of considerable repute, 
and which are to the effect that accidents are in the great majority 
of cases easily preventable ; but we quite admit that culpable neglect 
on the part of the colliers themselves, and ignorance of the elementary 
branches of the necessary scientific knowledge for the management of 
collieries, have resulted in the most disastrous and fatal consequences. 
We have often impressed upon our readers the importance and the 
necessity of the education—the practical education—of the collier, 
believing that the more the causes which conspire to produce explo- 
sions are known and appreciated, in the same ratio will such calami- 
ties be diminished. Ignorance is unquestionably the bane both of 
the colliery proprietor and the mining engineer; and until the 
standard of the education of many of those who have the laying out 
and the ventilation of our collieries is raised, so long will there bea 
dread of the most serious and fearful consequences ensuing. 

We have it upon the authority of the Government Inspector for 
the South Wales district, Mr. E. WALES, a gentleman of consider- 
able experience, that the late explosion in the Hendreforgan Colliery, 
Swansea Valley, and which resulted in the death of six persons, was 
clearly attributable to the ignorance of the person having the laying 
out and the management of the ventilation of the colliery. The evi- 
dence of Mr. WALES admits of no dispute upon this point. Hesays— 

“The arrangement of the ventilation is of the worst description, the same 

current of air having to pass through the workings in all the veins, instead of 
supplying a fresh current of airto each. In the wholeof my experience I never 
met with a case where less knowledge of mining was brought to bear, and to this 
fact I attribute the explosion.’’ 
We have no desire to enlarge upon this particular case. None, pro- 
bably, more deeply regret the calamity than those who ignorantly 
contributed to the fearful results; but the evidence of the Govern- 
ment Inspector raises an important question as to the education 
which should be considered essential to be attained before a person 
should be entrusted with the ventilation and management of col- 
lieries. Why should not mining engineers, colliery managers and 
viewers, be required to undergo preliminary examinations before a 
properly constituted board prior to their being entrusted with the 
management of our collieries? Why is not some degree of scientific 
knowledge considered necessary and essential before a man should 
be entrusted with the lives of hundreds of colliers in the long sub- 
teranean passages of a pit? For the proper navigation of a vessel 
at sea a mercantile marine board has been established by Govern- 
ment, and without a certificate of competency from such board no 
man can take the command of a vessel, Is the conducting of the 
life-giving element through the windings and intricacies of a pit less 
difficult than piloting a vessel through the storms of the ocean? Is 
not the deadly gases emitted from the coal as difficult to dilute and 
render harmless as the “trimming ” of a vessel in the storm of the 
sen? Are not the daily difficulties to be encountered in the working 
of large quantities of coal equally as great as those which beset a 
vessel ona voyage? And are not the consequences at stake—the lives 
of the colliersand the property of the colliery proprietor—equally as 
sacred and valuable as the lives of the seamen, and the value of the 
vessel and cargo? And yet in the one case a rigid examination is 
considered necessary, whilst in the other any novice may be entrusted 
with the management and ventilation of the pit. 

We are anxious that the colliery proprietors and mining engineers 
should take this matter up themselves. We do not like to see the 
Government taking the initiative in everything appertaining to the 





working of collieries. Weare afraid there isa growing feeling in the 
public mind that colliery proprietors are getting almost indifferent 
to the safety of their property and the security of the lives of the 
men, depending more upon the rigid enforcement of Government en- 
actments than strong practical exertions on their own part. Mr, 
WALES does not hesitate to say that the late explosion in the Hen- 
dreforgan Colliery was the result of ignorance on the part of those 
who had the ventilation of the colliery, Even if no parallel case 
were upon record, such a statement as that of Mr, WALES should at 
once arouse colliery proprietors and mining engineers to action, and 
insist upon the establishment of a properly-constituted board, who 
should have power to grant certificates of competency according to 
the different grades of office. Ten years experience should be con- 
sidered sufficient proof of competence for present managers, but all 
future applicants should be subject to examination. Even in the 
civil service such examinations are now necessary. We cannot see 
that there would be any practical difficulty in the establishment of 
such a board, and the examination of all aspirants for the office of 
colliery managers. We trust, therefore, the question will be at once 
taken up. Colliery proprietors would, unquestionably, feel more con- 
fidence and security as to the safety of their property and the lives 
of their men when their maniger had been pronounced competent 
for a proper discharge of his duties by a duly qualified board to grant 
certificates. Mining engineers themselves could have no serious ob- 
jection to undergo such preliminary necessary examination, and the 
public generally would feel that whilst colliery explosions and acci- 
dents of various kinds cannot be altogether prevented, yet the pro- 
prietors feel interested in such questions, and have taken another step 
in the right direction to prevent that which all now so deeply deplore, 





REFINING OF LEAD AND SILVER.—One of the largest—if not the 
very largest—establishments for smelting lead ore and extracting 
silver from lead is that of Messrs. Walker, Parker, and Co., of Bagillt, 
in Flintshire, where something like 500 hands are employed. The 
firm have also establishments at Chester, Newcastle, and London, 
At Bagillt, however, which is only two miles from Holywell, the 
centre of the lead mining district, and where the monthly sales by 
ticket are held, as much as from 6 to 7 ewts. of silver are extracted 
monthly, and sent to Birmingham or London. There are a very 
large number of furnaces, and, in addition to the extracting of silver, 
large quantities of red and orange lead, and lead for sheets and 
piping, are also produced. The process of extracting and convert- 
ing the lead into pig, &c., for manufacturing purposes is a very in- 
teresting one, and well worth seeing. The production of lead in 
Flintshire is now much larger than it has been, being now raised at 
the rate of 3500 tons per annum, giving about 30,000 ozs. of silver, 
The richness of the lead, however, varies very much; the Coetia Llys 
Mine, one of the Talargoch, giving as much as 12 ozs. to the ton, 
whilst others do not yield more than a fourth part of that quantity, 





TITANIC STEEL.—During the past eighteen months or two years 
titanic steel has been rapidly gaining favour amongst those who have 
previously found none but the highest price steels suitable to their 
requirements, and as our South Wales Correspondent last week men- 
tioned that the Titanic Steel and Iron Company are now considerably 
extending their works at Coleford, it may be concluded that tie ti- 
tanic steel is now very generally recognised as economic and valu- 
able, The fact of the company’s works having been located in Glou- 
cestershire instead of Shefiield has, no doubt, placed them at a dis- 
advantage as regards some portion of the home trade; but, on the 
other hand, they have secured freedom from Sheffield Unionism, and 
succeeded in gradually opening up markets in places where Shef- 
field prices for first-class steel, such as the titanic steel undoubtedly 
is, would be altogether inadmissible. The quality sent out by the 
company, under the name of “ Mushet’s special steel,” which re- 
quires no hardening, is, perhaps, one of the finest tool steels made, but 
it requires to be worked exactly according to directions, in order to 
obtain the best results. Considering the short time the steel has been 
in the market many tons of it have been sold even in this country, 
but, judging from the reception it has received elsewhere, it is pro- 
bable that the home trade will shortly be the smaller, Amongst the 
largest English consumers are Messrs. John Fowler and Co., of the 
Steam Plough Works, Leeds, and they express themselves perfectly 
satisfied with the metal. Ithas been for some time used at the works 
of the Cheltenham Railway Carriage Company for wheel-turning, 
and is found to possess considerable advantages over the ‘‘ best cast- 
steel” tools they had previously been using. At the worksof Messrs. 
C, Mitchell and Co., at Newcastle-on-Tyne, the steel has given the 
greatest satisfaction—in fact, the manager writes, the quantity of 
work done by the tools from this steel quite surprised them, Com- 
paring it with “best cast-steel,” they found that one tool of the 
‘** Mushet’s special steel’ equal to about twenty of any other. They 
have not experienced any difficulty in working to the printed instrue- 
tions, and are using it entirely for lathe tools and drills for counter- 
sinking. That this “ Mushet’s special” stecl will com. largely into 
competition with “ best cast”? cannot be doubted, and workmen gene- 
rally will be well satisfied with the change. 

THE Export Coat TRADE.—The exports of coal from the United 
Kingdom in October amounted to 973,550 tons, as compared with 
1,008,426 tons in October, 1868, and 1,019,073 tons in October, 1867. 
In these totals the exports to France amounted to 145,547 tons, 
against 147,321 tons in October, 1868, and 143,208 tons in October, 
1867. In the ten months ending Oct. 31 this year the aggregate ex- 
ports of coal from the United Kingdom were 8,905,532 tons, as com- 
pared with 9,309,712 tons in the corresponding period of 1868, and 
8,832,020 tons iu the corresponding period of 1867. France absorbed 
1,636,358 tons of Belgian coal to Oct. 31 thisyear, as compared with 
1,583,800 tons in the corresponding period of 1868, and 1,703,256 
tons in the corresponding period of 1867. The exports of coal have 
increased this year to Russia, the Hanse Towns, France, Italy, &c., 
but they have decreased to Sweden, Denmark, Prussia, Holland, 
Spain, the United States, and British India. The value of the coal 
exported from the United Kingdom in October was 467,637/., as 
compared with 498,645/7, in October, 1868, and 527,522/. in October, 
1867; and in the ten months ending Oct. 31 this year 4,253,9032., 
as compared with 4,594,9712. in the corresponding period of 1868, 
and 4,561,6742, in the corresponding period of 1867, 





MINING ENTERPRISE IN BRAZIL.— Mr. STURZ, of Berlin, is direct- 
ing attention to the excellent field for enterprise in Bolivia, and in the 
Matto Grosso and Goyaz provinces of Brazil, in comparison with those 
in the west of the Union. With this view he has prepared a series 
of interesting notices referring to the subject, which will be read with 
much interest by all concerned in miniag in South America. The 
notices embrace references to the former gold production and existing 
gold mines of Matto Grosso, and to the various local circumstances 
bearing upon them, as well as to the abandoned mines of Goyaz ; and 
to Capt. Burton’s account of the gold production of Brazil, There is 
an interesting account of the abandoned mines, former production 
and prospects of the Bolivian mines, and some really useful informa- 
tion concerning gold mining generally. Mr. Sturz’s object appears 
to be the formation of a small but influential company for the pur- 
chase, testing, and re-sale of mining properties in the districts men- 
tioned, and there is no doubt that such enterprises, ably conducted, 
usually prove highly remunerative. 





AUSTRALASIAN GOLD.—The value of the Australasian gold im- 
ported into the United Kingdom in October was 613,4872., as com- 
pared with 791,207/, in 1868, and 904,741/. in October, 1867 ; and in 
the ten months ending Oct. 31 this year 6,556,436/., as compared with 
6,027,9362. in the corresponding period of 1868, and 4,768,7112. in the 
corresponding period of 1867. Quartz mining is exciting more and 
more attention in New South Wales, and reefs are being opened up 
in the colonyin almostevery direction—north, south,and west. Some 
rich reefs are reported to have been opened near the Old Major’s 
Creek gold field. On the Little River, in the Braidwood district, there 
has been a rich find of gold in the Homeward Bound claim, on the 
Mosquito reef; and itis now considered that the first plateau from 
the table land on the east coast of Australia, from Bemgoria south- 
ward to the boundary of New South Wales, is auriferous, and more 
or less intersected by gold-bearing quartz reef, The total quantity 
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of gold exported from Victoria to Oct. 11 this year was 1,271,200 ozs., 
of which 180,169 ozs. were transhipped from New Zealand. In the 
correspondiug period of 1868 the entire quantity exported amounted 
to 1,551,213 ozs., and of this total 183,644 ozs. were from New Zea- 
land. Satisfactory intelligence has been received from the Barossa 
gold field, in South Australia. About 2200 ozs, of gold from various 
South Australian diggings was exhibited in Adelade in October. 





TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR, 


Dec. 9.—The Coal Trade continues, on the whole, good ; the demand 

improves steadily, the wintery aspect of the weather, and the prospect 
of a severe winter, having considerably improved the demand for 
house coal. The demand for coke is now quite equal to the supply, 
and makers are extremely busy, so that better prices are in some cases 
got, and a further rise may confidently be expected. There is a mo- 
derate demand for Steam Coal, and altogether the staple trades of 
the district are more healthy than they have been for a long period. 
There is a good supply of vessels in the Tyne Dock, and a large busi- 
ness has been done there lately, both in imports and exports, the lat- 
ter being to a greatextent coals, The coal trade is also pretty brisk 
on the Wear, and freights are, owing to a rather short supply of ships, 
high, 8s. per ton being paid to London. The demand for foreign 
going vessels is, however, only limited, and the rates moderate, with 
the exception of the freights to the East and West Indies, which are 
improving. The supply of ships at Hartlepool has been limited, and 
consequently freights have ruled high. The Iron Trade continues to 
improve, and there is an excellent demand for pigs, and for rails, 
ship-plates, &c.; prices are consequently rising, and makers are un- 
willing to book large orders at present rates, A rise of the iron- 
workers’ rates is expected shortly, amounting to 10 per cent. 
At the meeting of the members of the Northern Institute of Mining 
Engineers, on Saturday, the attendance was only meagre, and most 
of the important discussions and other business were postponed until 
next meeting. The discussion on Mr. Bewick’s paper “ On Mining 
in the Mountain Limestones of the North of England,” was opened, 
but was postponed until the next meeting. Mr, A. L. Steavenson 
gave a description of Davy’s Coal-Cutting and Wedging Apparatus, 
and some discussion took place on this very interesting subject, which 
is attracting much attention at present. A lengthy paper was read 
by Mr. J. A. Ramsay, “ On the Firing of Steam Boilers.” The paper 
was well illustrated by large diagrams, and a very interesting dis- 
cussion may be expected on this subject at future meetings, 

At Middlesborough, on Tuesday, the market was extremely buoyant, 
and there was a full attendance of masters, brokers, and merchants. The asso- 
ciation returns show a decrease in makers’ stocks of nearly 5000 tons during No- 
vember, also a decrease in pig-iron warrant stores, notwithstanding the large 
increase in the make over the corresponding month last year, of 15,000 tons. The 
following are the published figures of the association :—Make for November, 
105,490 tons ; makers’ stocks, end of November, 63,364 tons ; Warrant stores, end 
of November, 34,139 tons. The steady deliveries of the large productions of the 
district, together with the reduced stocks and the unwillingness of makers to 
book orders, as most of them are heavily committed, have had the effect to-day 
of further stiffening prices, and the market closed with quotations for No. 1, 
52s.; No. 3, 48s.; No. 4. 47s., f.0.b. Tees, or on trucks at makers’ works, net cash. 
A few transactions on No.3 iron, at 48s., were reported, and the impression was 
very general that higher prices would be paid before the close of the year. War- 
rants nomina!ly quoted at 47s. 6d., and stock in stores posted at 33,839 tons. In 
manufactured iron the demand was reported steady. Along with the continu- 
ous enquiries for rails for the Continent, both English and Indian railways are 
in the market for fresh supplies. The iron shipbuilding departments are more 
active, and the only comparative slackness complained of is in that of the small 
merchant bar mills and ironfounders, 





REFINING CLEVELAND PIG-IRON FOR PUDDLING PURPOSES.—At 
the Foremen’s Iron Trade Association meeting at Middlesborough, 
Mr. Thomas, of the Acklam Refinery, Middlesborough, read an inte- 
resting paper on the process of refining Cleveland iron for puddling 
purposes, After pointing out the action of the blast-furnace, and 
the constituent elements of its product, Mr. Thomas explained the 
usual method of refining, after which he said: In our process of re- 
fining we smelt the metal in a cupola with ores and oxides of iron, 
The liquid oxide forms a bath at the bottom of the furnace. The blast holes 
are set straight through the side about 2 feet above the hearth, and the metal 
being melted above the blast, falls like rain drops into the molten bath of oxides, 
and gravitates through the bottom. The melted oxide of iron is a very power- 
ful solvent, taking up and holding largely all impurities common to pig-iron, 
phosphorus not excepted. By our process iron of any desired quality may be 
made from Clevelaud iron alone. A portion of the ores are reduced with the 
metal, and consequently for every ton of pig metal put into the furnace we get 
out about 20 cwts. 2 qrs. of refined iron. The slag that runs off contains a large 
amount of oxide, which carries away the greater part of the impurities, and if 
sufficient ores of iron are melted with the pig the liquid bath of oxide will cleanse 
the metal of the phosphorus, which is one of the most marked features of the 
iron produced from Cleveland ores. I have refined, hemitite, Redesdale, and 
the best brands knownin Great Britain, but none that I have tried are so strong 
as No. 4 Cleveland when refined by our process. We are now working two 
eupolas night and day, which refine from 40 to 50 tons each in the double shift. 
Before we came to this neighbourhood I was refining iron at a well-known works 
in Gateshead ina makeshift furnace, The iron was worked principally into 
chains,and some 1 in. short link made from our refived Cleveland has stood a 
test of 3614 tons before breaking, while Lloyd’s test for that size is only 12% tons, 
This is'sufficient to show that the Cleveland fron alone is second to none for 
strength when properly manufactured, Mr. Thomas concluded by pointing out 
the position Cleveland iron was taking in the markets of the world,—After the 
reading of the paper a discussion ensued, in which Mr. Gilkes (Hopkins, Gilkes, 
and Co.», Mr. Jones (Jones, Dunning, and Co.), Mr. Hill, and Mr. Dobbs took part. 








REPORT FROM SCOTLAND, 


Dee, 8.—The price of Pig-Iron rather relaxed at the close of. last 
week, and would have continued easier had it not become known 
that stocks were decreasing in Middlesborough and at the other 
places of production, and also that there had been a general increase 
in the foreign shipments of pigs for the past eleven months of the 
year. In these circumstances, speculators have “chance” on their 
side; but the profits of to-day’s transactions may be insufficient to 
meet to-morrow’s losses, if they allow themselves to beinconsiderately 
hurried over the Rubicon. There is, undoubtedly, fully an average 
demand from consumers for iron in pigs, but the cost is as un- 
doubtedly enhanced by purchases made for speculation. On these 
accounts Monday’s market was firm, with an advance; and on 
Tuesday the market was again better, business having been done up 
to 56s. 3d. cash, and 56s. 6d. a month, but closed, after large opera- 
tions, 14d. a ton less. To-daythe market was firm in the forenoon, but 
closed weaker—sellers 56s. cash, and 56s, 3d. a month; buyers 1d. 
per ton less, No. 1, g.m.b., 55s, 6d.; No. 3, 54s.6d. Gartsherrie and 
Coltness, 633.; Langloan, 60s.; Summerlee, 58s, 6d.; Shotts, 58s, at 
Leith; Eglinton, 56s. The shipments for the week were 9445 tons, 
against 10,075 tons in the corresponding week last year, which still 
leaves a total increase in the shipments till date of 63,650 tons. 
Makers of Manufactured Iron are very generally engaged for from 
ne to three months forward, but those who are open to engagements 
are being paid the full advance. The representative of a Coatbridge 
firm informed us to-day that he had refused a specification for spring 
delivery at 2s.6d, a ton advance on last 103.; and makers who are 
already well engaged for spring delivery are refusing 15s. per ton 
advance on last month’s quotations, Of course, this is making 
buyers pause in many cases, while in others it is leading to imme- 
diate business, in order that they may secure themselves against a 
further anticipated advance in the early spring. Our present trade 
embraces ovals, rounds, squares, hoop, angle, and T-iron, rails, rail 
rods, ship and boiler plates, and beam and fencing iron. Quota- 
tions as last reported. 

Coals, on account of the inability of the railway companies to bring 
them forward in time, are rather scarce, which has improved prices, 
and given the appearance of greaterdemand. The continued severe 
weather has also increased the domestic consumption, and has brought 
buyers of this latter description into the market in greater numbers. 
The shipments, however, are considerably under average this week, 
being only 22,550 tons, against a total of 34,905 tons in the same week 
of 1868. This deficiency is accounted for by the unsuitable nature 
of the weather for shipment, and the inadequate delivery by canal 
and rail. There are several mineral properties and collieries in the 
market. Letters from Americaintimate that Mr. AlexanderMcDonald 
was to leave New York for Scotland this week, and was expected to 
arrive here about, or rather before, Christmas, 

Mr. Bell’s letter (in last week’s Journal) to “ colliers out of work” 
is regarded in this district as somewhat shifty and illusory in its 
terms, as no substantial contract is offered “ colliers out of work ” 
to expatriate themselves to Kansas, although the writer “has no 
doubt that they will make from 11, to 27, a day at once.” If Mr, 


Bell wishes to dispatch Colliers to Kansas to prevent a “ fuel famine ” 
he would require to give some guarantee that they would not thereby 
have to undergo a “personal famine,” either while there or on the way. 

The launches on the Clyde are becoming less numerous, but we no- 
tice a clipper ship of 750 tons, named the Endymion, for Mr, J. E. 
Munro, of London, 
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REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Dec. 9.—Now that the end of the year has so nearly approached, 
much in accordance with what has been usual at this time, there 
occurs a slight lull in the actual business of the iron trade, and this 
even extends to the rail department, which has hitherto been so re- 
markably brisk. The probability is, therefore, that from the pre- 
sent time up to the end of the month, and to the end of the year 
also, there will not be many new transactions entered into. At pre- 
sent, however, this quietude does not affect employment at the works, 
for the reason that the orders which have been secured at the com- 
mencement of the present quarter are found sufficient to keep all 
hands at work for the next two, and in some instances three, mowths. | 
That remarkable feature often referred to in respect to the bar-iron 
trade is still presented by the South Wales district—that this branch 
of the manufacture is quieter here than in any other iron-producing | 
districts, It is rather difficult to account for this difference as to | 
demand and price; but the belief is that it is only an exceptional 
state of things, and that shortly there will be witnessed a revival 
which will place Welsh merchant iron in as favourable a position as 
that of Staffordshire or Cleveland. 

For the best brands of Pig-Iron there is a better enquiry, which 
may be attributed to the fact that stocks are being materially reduced 
in other districts as well as in South Wales, which circumstance has 
begun to exercise a favourable influence on the markets, To place 
the pig-iron trade, however, on anything like a position relatively 
satisfactory with that of the rail branch, a further addition to the 
price of at least 5s, per ton will be necessary. 

In reference to the question of arise in wages, thereis nothing new 
to be mentioned. The men employed at several of the smaller works which are 
engaged in special branches of the iron trade are about to receive a rise averag- 
ing 10 percent. At the leading works the hands as yet remain quiet, but it is 
fully expected by them that they will obtain an advance concurrent with the 
advent of the new year, but whether their expectations will be realised or not 
remains doubtful. 

As we have before remarked, there are yet numerous orders which 
have to be worked that were taken at prices which will leave hardly any profit 
to the manufacturer; consequently, it is likely that the ironworkers will have 
to wait until the engagements recently secured are worked upon before they 
can receive any addition to the present scale of wages. . 

It is satisfactory to note that the predictions expressed for the last 
three or four weeks with regard to the Steam Coal Trade have been fully verified 
by all export returns recently published. The quantities sent foreign have in- 
creased considerably, and a favourable turn has taken place in the trade gene- 
rally. There is still, however, much room for improvement, because in many 
cases, although collieries are in more regular work, yet proprietors are unable 
to return anything like a fair profit on theicoutlay. Continental requirements 
are in excess of what they were, more particularly as regards the French and 
Italian markets. The prospects of the House Coal Trade are also more encou- 
raging, the extreme cold of the last few days having had the effect of inducing 
much larger purchases to be made, There are fewer complaints of want of em- 
ployment at most of the collieries, and were it not for the end of the year being 
so near, when buyers hold over their orders, the probability is there would be 
still greater quantities worked at the pits. 

It is believed that the last obstacle in the way of re-starting the 
Pen-y-Darren Works has been removed. For the last two years there has been 
a costly suit pending between Mr. R. Fothergill and Messrs. Davies, Willlams, 
and Phillips, the purchasers of the works from the late Mr. Forman, on account 
of the damage alleged to have been done by the demolition of a portion of the 
buildings and machinery. This suit has now been settled, and the works are 
now in the hands of the Plymouth Tron Company; and if the present encou- 
raging prospects of the iron trade continue, it is believed that the works, or a 
great portion of them at least, will be again employed, but, perhaps, in puddling 
operations principally, 

The arrangements between the Admiralty and the Pembroke and 
Temby Railway, with reference to the extension of the present line into the Go- 
vernment dockyard, have been, it is understood, definitely concluded. 

Atthe Bristol Wagon Works Company (Limited) meeting, at Bristol, 
the directors determined to declare an ad interim dividend for the half-year 
ending Sept. 30 at the rate of 5 per cent. per annum. 

The liquidator of the Dunraven United Colliery Company (Mr. W. 
Adams) has applied in the Court of Chancery for leave to advertise the direc- 
tions and conditions upon which creditors should send in their claims, &¢. 
The Chief Clerk fixed upon Jan, 31 for claims to be sent in, the adjudication on 
Feb. 28, and the list of contributions to be sent in by Jan. 8. The application 
was necessary, in consequence of the liquidator continuing the working of the 
collieries. 

A frightful accident occurred this week at one of the coal pits at 
Vochrhiw, belongiug to the Dowlais Iron Company, by which two men lost their 
lives. The two men, named William Long, 44 years of age. and Wm, Dunstan, 
were ascending the pit, which is 490 yards in depth,in the usual way, and when 
they had reacted nearly half-way upthe rope attached to the carriage on which 
they stood suddenly snapped, and they were precipitated to the bottom, their 
bodies beingso frigutfully smashed that they were carried home in sacks. Long, 
it appears, had only ashort time previously ascended the pit before, and finding 
that he had lefta mandril behind he returned to fetch it, and was ascending the 
second time that day when the shocking accident occurred.

Bath and Son; Amelia and Ann, 
from Antwerp, with 115 tons of fire-clay, for Richardson and Waliers, and 22 tons 
of copper ore, to order; David Jenkins, from Bordeaux, with 90 loads of fir pit- 
wood, hewn, for D, Jenkins and Loveluck ; Oesian, from Havre, with 400 bags 
regulus, for Vivian and Sous, 5cases machinery and 13 cases furuiture, for Sir 
J. A. Morris, Bart. 


THE SEVERN TUNNEL SCHEMES.—The necessary plans and books 
of reference have been deposited with the Clerksof the Peace and with the Board 
of Trade of the proposed new passage tunnel scheme. The prom ters are chicfly 
British capitalists and merchants, who are interested in the Bristol and South 
Wales Union line, which is now leased to the Great Western. The cstimated 
cost of the tunnel and of the branch railways to connect with the Great Western 
on both sides of the Channel is about 70,0007. ; but if the project involves an 
expenditure of another 300,0001., it is believed that the traffic will be sufficient 
to return at least 5 per cent. on thecapital. It will open up important new 
markets in the West andSouth of England for the South Wales coal trade; and 
the distance from London to South Wales will be reduced 16 miles, which will 
be equal to a reduction of 1s, per ton on the carriage cost of coal to the metro- 
politan markets. As regards the success of the project, much depends on the 
amount of support it will reecive from those most interested in its being carried 
out; and it is believed that the merchantsof Bristol and the West of England, 
and the colliery proprietors of South Wales, will not be backward in giving 
effective aid to a scheme which will benefit them so largely. 








REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


Dec. 9.—Trade in Derbyshire remains without any change since 
last notice, the iron works going on in a satisfactory manner, and in 
a decidedly healthier state than they have been for some time. The 
demand for House Coal, owing to the continued severity of the wea- 
ther, has been kept to a full average point for the season. To Lon- 
don a good trade continues to be done, the Clay Cross coal in parti- 
cular still maintaining the lead, so far as quality is concerned at 
least. The opening of the new line between Sheftield and Chester- 
field, and which it was expected would be opened before this, for 
minerals and general goods at least, has not yet taken place, but it 
is expected to be shortly. It appearsto be nearly all completed, with 
the exception of the stations. As a good deal of traffic from it will 
be brought on to the main line at Chesterfield, a new station is being 
erected at that place, the want of which has so long been felt, but, 
of course, will now be more necessary than ever. It is also under- 
stood that increased traffic facilities are in progress with regard to 
Staveley, where is produced the largest quantity of coal in any one 
district in Derbyshire. 

The iron works in South Yorkshire are now kept well going, there 
being a very good demand for almost all qualities of manufactured 
iron, including rails, plates, sheets, tyres, axles, kc. The Bessemer 





Steel Works, at Penistone, are also kept actively going, and from the 
large orders in hand are likely to be so for a very considerable time 
tocome. The collieries continue to be kept well going at work, and 
a larger tonnage of Silkstones then of late is being forwarded to! 
London, where that coal is a great favourite. There is not so much 
doing with Grimsby; but during the last week a better trade has been 
done with Hull for shipment. 
The Manvers Main Colliery, one of the largest in South Yorkshire, | 
is fast progressing towards completion, having been commenced in | 
May, 1868, since which time they scarcely missed a shift, while at | 
the same time no serious accident whatever occurred. It is expected 





that the coal—the Barnsley Nine-feet bed—will be reached at a depth 


of rather less than 300 yards. There are two shafts, 13 ft. clear in 
diameter, one being sunk to a depth of more than 200 yards, and the 
other 170 yards. In sinking the Melton seam of coal was found ata 
depth of 112 yards, being over 4 ft. thick, the Abdy bed at 140 yards 
2 ft. 6in. thick, and the Kent Thin seam at 180 yards about 2 ft. 6in. 
thick. It is expected that the seam being sunk to will be reached 
early in the ensuing year. The machinery and buildings are of the 
most substantial character. There are two engines of 180-horse 
power, by Black and Hawthorne, of Gateshead, with three boilers laid 
down—but with room for five more—by Wood and Gill, of Swinton, 
The drum is one of the largest in the district, being 18 ft.in diameter, 
and the engine-house is large and roomy, openatthe top. Thearea 
of the coal field is said to be 2000 acres, and from the pits there is 
easy access to the South Yorkshire and Midland Railway, and also 
to the canal. Sidings are to be made to the South Yorkshire line, 
for which the stuff raised in sinking is being put down, so as to raise 
the road on a level with the line. The colliery will give employment 
to some hundreds of hands when at work, and no doubt will lead to 
the opening out of similar works in the same rising locality, situate 
between Mexborough and Wath. 

The rapid succession of terrible colliery fatalities in South Lan- 
cashire has frightened the local authorities into an enforcement of rigorous pe- 
nalties in cases where the rules are violated. A glaring offence was properly 
punished by the Wigan magistrates on Monday. A collier, living at Haydock, 
was charged with firing a shot in a dangerous part of the workings without the 
sanction of the fireman, and the utter recklessness of the act is shown by the 
fact that it was committed in a mine where 70 lives have been lost by explosions 
within the last 12 months. ‘Ihe offender was sent to goal for two months, with- 
out the option of a fine. —--- 


ADVANCE OF COLLIERS’ WAGES IN SouTH LANCASHIRE,—A 
meeting of the colliery proprietors of the Wigan, St. Helen’s, and other districts 
of South Lancashire was held at Liverpool, on Wednesday, to take into consi- 
deration the demand of the miners for an advance of wages from the 13th inst., 
* equivalent to the amount of the last reduction,’ which averaged about 10 per 
cent. The meeting was attended by the principal colliery owners in the dis- 
tricts ; and it was unanimously resolved that the rate of wages be raised 10 per 
cent. from the nearest making-up day to Jan. 1 next, and that the price of coal 
be raised Is. per ton, and of engine fuel and slack 6d. per ton from 15th Inst. 


THE OAKS COLLIERY EXPLOSION.—Sunday next is the third anni- 
versary of theexplosion at the Oaks Colliery—the most fatal of all the accidents 
recorded in the mining history of this or any other country. It is, however, 
gratifying to state that through the liberality of the public the widows and 
children of those who were killed have been well cared for. The total of the 
subscriptions amounted to 46,8841., and the payments last year were 46771. There 
were 150 widows at the beginning ; of those 57 got married, and four have died, 
whilst several were struck off the list for misconduct, Of the children 18 were 
sent to industrial homes at Ripon, Shettield, and Bradford. Amongst those who 
have been supported from the fund are five orphans, 14 cases In whick parents 
were wholly supported by persons who were killed, and.others who had been 
partially supported, There were also five cases of single women with illegitl- 
mate children, whose putative fathers were in the number of the killed. It is 
worth stating that the entire cost for managing the fund and paying the re- 
cipients does not exceed 601, afyear. The South Yorkshire Miners’ Assoclation 
have also contributed largely to the support of the victims, and have now 115 
widows on their books, having paid since the explosion 8816/. in relief, At 
Ardsley, appropriate sermons are to be preached on Sunday, wher itis expected 
that a large number of miners and the remaining widows will be present, 








REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 

Dec. 9.—The orders coming in for Iron are very small, and are 
strictly limited to actual necessities. This is always the case in the 
last month of the year, and at present the uncertainty as to future 
prices offers an additional reason for engagements being kept within 
the narrowest limits. The President’s Message is silent on the sub- 
ject of the tariff, and whether the contemplated reduction of taxation 
will apply to internal or external imposts remains to be seen, but the 
tone of the Message seems rather to favour the idea that the President 
inclines to the view of the protection of native industry, But if ten 
of the Southern States be admitted to Congress, as he anticipates, it 
seems hardly likely that they and the Western States, whose interests 
are so deeply concerned in obtaining manufactured goods, and es- 
pecially iron and hardwares, cheaply, will consent to pay a heavy 
tax for the benefit of Massachussetts and Ohio, The strike of the 
thin coal miners has collapsed, after a single week’s play. 

Mr. Kane is advocating amalzamation and resort to arbitration 
amongst the iron-workers of North Staffordshire, and addressed a 
meeting of puddlers at Hanley on Monday evening. 

A terrible boiler explosion occurred at the Britannia Tron Works, 

3radley, near Bilston, on Friday. The proprietors of the works are 
Messrs. Brereton, Cole, and Holland, who employed about 80 men and 
boys. The boiler which burst was upright and egg-shaped, and was 
heated, as is the common practice, by the waste heat from three pud- 
dling-furnaces. The boiler was about 30 ft. long. The explosion 
took place between 11 and 12 o'clock, with a report like the roar of 
artillery, scattering death and destruction all around. ‘The bed, orseating, into 
which it was built was torn up, and out shot the botler in five torn and splin- 
tered parts, throwing off the iron bands which bound the brickwork as though 
they were tles of cotton, A fearful shower of scalding water, burning ashes, 
and hot bricks rained terribly in a dense cloud of blinding and sealding steam 
upon the poor puddlers at the furnaces. The report of the explosion was heard 
a considerable distance off, and the men engaged in the works above mentioned, 
guessing what had happened, immediately ran to the spot. ‘lo those who ar. 
rived first a fearful scene of human suffering and destruction was presented, 
Che cause of the mischief—the explode! boiter—lay in three huge fragments, 
one fragment inside the works, and the other two outside, the largest portion 
having been thrown on to a cinder heap at a distance of 30 yards, whilst lying 
about, near the bed of the boiler, were seven or cight of the furnacemen and 
labourers, some pardially buried under leaps of hot brickwork, and all frightfally 
burnt and scalded, ‘lwo of the men were found dead, both struck with frag- 
menta, Which the expansive force had driven with frightful force. Seven ofthe 
sufferers were conveyed to the South Staffordshire Hospital, and now eight have 
altogether lost their lives by the accident, whilst seven others have received 
serious injuries. The destruction to property was terrible, Oneof the pieces of 
the boiler was driven 7) yards off into the roof of a cottage, and all around was 
a seene of havoc and ruin, 

On Monday the enquiry was opened before the coroner, Mr. W. II. Phillips, 
Mr. John Thompson, who repaired the boiler 18 months ago, said it was an old 
one, He said :—* It was not very much worn—nothing that might be considered 
to render it unsafe for work at a jow pressure —under 30 Ibs. I did all the re- 
pairs possible to make the boiler safe to work. L[ have seen the boiler several 
times since then, I knew it was going to be used as a puddling-furnace boller, 
It was a fit and proper boiler for the purpose, so far as my Jjadgment goes, The 
boiler has been repaired two or three times since. The action of the fire has 
caused the plates to open in the seams, and we have taken out the rivets, riveted 
the plates again, ani put in one new plate. A month ago L had an order to re- 
pair the boiler. I found there had been a slight leak, aud gave directions for 
the necessary repairs, consisting of taking a few rivets out, closing the places, 
and corking them over, [ did not make a full examination of the boiler, so that 
I cannot say whether ic was safe for working. I have never intimated to the 
masters that the boiler was unfit to work. [ have looked at all the remaining 
portions of the boiler since the exposion. My opinion is that extreme pressure 
was the cause of the explosion. I cannot tell the present or the original thick- 
ness of the plates. I should not like to give au opinion as to what caused the 
extreme pressure, but would rather leave it to more experienced men, I do not 
think the boiler would explode at 30 Ibs.’’ 

After this evidence Mr. H. B. Marten, engineer to the Midland Boiler Insur~ 
ance Company, Was called, and said:—‘* 1 found that the ceatre tube of the 
boiler bad collapsed—been crushed inwards, from which I at onee drew thecon- 
clusion that that was where the explosion commenced. ‘The plates forming the 
central flue were very much corroded and reduced in thickness, from the rusting 
action of the water inside the boller, and many of the rivet heads were com- 
pletely eaten away. In my opinion the central tube thus became unable to bear 
the working pressure (30 Ibs, to the square inch). The tears in some in-tances 
rau along the line of rivet holes, and in others through the plates, but [ con- 
sider the rupture of the shell of the boiler not the cause but the effect of the 
explosion. In make, size, and shape the boiler was of the usual kind, Some of 
the plates of the central tube—on a line with what I presume to be the first rent 
—were as thin as one-eighth of an inch, the original thickness having been 
three-eighths. The greater part of the cen:ral tube was very much thinned, 
though, of course, it was only at the edges that the thickness could be measured, 
I presume that the thinning had been a gradual process, but it was perfectly 
visible to anybody walking round the bottom of the boiler; anybody could teil 
it was corroded, because the rivet heads were gone. I think the boller was 
dangerous to work at any pressure, because of the weak condition of the central 
tube. I think the engine driver in charge ought to have detected it, but from 
the evidence I gather that everybody in charge seems to have paid attention to 
the shell only, for no mention has been made of thecentral tube. Ido not think 
the outside shell would have burst. If [ had examined the boiler with the view 
to insurance, [ should have condemned it as unfit for use. The boiler could 
not have been safely worked at 12 lbs. pressure.” 

Comment on this evidence is unnecessary.

masters upon the subject of support. He believed that those gentlemen would 
form no exception to the rule, but that even as the mine owners in the North o! 
England aided with liberal annual contributions the justly-celebrated Norther 
Institute of Mining Engineers, and thereby contributed greatly to its efficiency, 
60 that institution might look with confidence to such practical help from the 
mine proprictors of Staffordshire, which was no less needed hereabouts than i: 
tie Cumberland and Durham coal fields, if all the good were to be effected tha: 
the members contemplaced and the trade needed, The secretary's announce 
ment was received with expressionsof satisfaction.—Birmingham Daily Post. 





MINING IN CALIFORNIA-—THE EUREKA MINE, 


The following observations on this mine, taken from the official re- 
port presented to Congress in 1868 by Mr. Ross Browne, then United 
States Commissioner, and more recently United States Minister to 
China, may be interesting to our readers :— 

“The Eureka Mine, now regarded as the most valuable gold mine in the 
country, and, perhaps, the most valuable in the world, is situated a mile and a 
quarter north-east of the town of Grass Valley, and was located early in 1851 
It was worked at Intervals by various parties up to 1857, but most of the rock 
failed to pay for crushing. In the latter year it was purchased by Messrs. 
Fricot, Ripert, and Pralus, and the first crushing made by them, the rock being 
taken from near the surface, ylelded only $4 per ton. From 1857 to 1863 the 
mine was worked to a perpendicular depth of 50 ft., during which a large quan- 
tity of quartz was taken ont, none of which pald largely, and the greater por- 
tion failed to pay expenses. Becoming satisfied at length that the mine was a 
good one, they sank a vertical shaft in 1863 to the depth of 100 ft., and the mine 
Las since been ylelding handsome returns. On Oct. 1, 1855, the mine was sold 
to a company of capitalists for $400,000 In gold coln. How much it had yielded 
upto that time is not known, but the owners erected hoisting works and a 
20-stamp mill, all at the cost of $60,000, besides receiving large dividends from 
the profits. The mine has been producing under the present management at 
the rate of about $19,000 a month, ‘The -first year ending Sept. 30, 1866, the 
gross product was £531,431, and for the eleven months ending Aug. 31, 1867, 
$588,139, making a total of $:,119,570 in 23 months. Nearly 1000 tons of rock 
have been taken from the mine every month, and reduced at the mill, theaver 
age yicld being not far from $50 a ton, and the monthly expenses, including 
repairs to the machinery and permanent improvements, have averaged about 
$15,009, The regular monthly dividends for over a year past have amounted 
to $30,000, and one or two extra dividends have been declared in addition, The 
Kureka Mine ts opened by an incline shaft, 5 by 20 ft., which is designed to ex- 
plore the vein to a great depth, and Is now down nearly 500 ft. Levels have 
been run from the shaft at distances of 100 ft, apart, and for 709 ft. along the 
lode. At d0ft. from the surface the quartz paid $15 a ton, aud increased to 
$28 at oO ft. Between the 100 and 200 ft. levels the average yield was $37 a 
ton, and below that the average has been $50. The vein runs nearly east and 
west, dipping sonth at an angle of about 78°, and over the whole extent of some 
700 ft. wileh has been worked the average width Is about 3 ft. At the 4th 
level the mine Is said to show still further improvement, with an inerease in 
the yleld of ore, though it has been worked bu’ little below the third level. The 
value of the mine, with the mill, hotsttng works, and other property connected 
therewith, Is now rated at about $1,000,000, William Watt, a successful quartz 
miner, and one of the owners of the Eureka, is the superintendent. 

A more recent report, by Mr. Rossiter W. Raymond, Special Com- 
missioner of Mining Statistics, U.S. Treasury Department, presented 
to Congress during the present year, contains the following further 
official information :— 

‘«The Kureka Mine ts the foremost In California, At the time of my visit, In 
July, 1868, there were 122 men at work in the mine, and 21 in the mill, besides 
19 surface hands, and five in the sulphuret works. Average wages were—at the 
sulphuret works, $2°74 vaily; at the mine, $2 75 above ground, $3 underground : 
foremen underground, $5; shift captains, $4. The production was 376 tons 
weekly, ylelding $40,000 to $60,000 per month. The mill has 30 stamps, 10 at 
700 1bs., dropping 68 per minute; and 20 at 850 1bs., dropping 60 per minute. 
The light stamps crushed without a rock-breaker 16 tons daily, and the heavy 
stamps 40 tons; the relation between them ts, therefore, as 16 to 2 in favour of 
the heavy stamps, A large Varney rock-breaker increases the capacity of the 
mill 40 tons tn six days, Scereen’s No.5 Russla-punched, equivalent to 40 brass- 
wire, ‘The pulp flows over blankets, and the tailings of these pass through 
Kureka amalgamators ; the blanket washings are passed through Atwood amal- 
gamators first, and Kureka afterwards, the whole finally passing over broad 
copper-plate sluices into a system of tubs and settlers, whence it is finally drawn 
into large Improved Stevens buddles, 18 or 20 ft. indlameter. The more quickly 
the sulphurets aregconcentrated the better, since they lose in specific gravity by 
oxidation, The last concentration from the buddles is put in a tossing-tub, 
after which it is ready for chlorination. The sulpburets in the Kureka amount 
to about 1 per cent. of the quartz. In this mine the richer the rock in sul 
phurets the richer the sulphurets in gold. The Kureka sulphurets formerly 
yielded $120 per ton, then $400, then as low as B115, and now $209, Some of 
this Is tree gold that escapes the amalgamating apparatus. Mr. Willlam Watt, 
the very able and successful superintendent, and Mr, Deetken, the chemist in 
charge of the chlorination works, say that when the Kureka amalgamator was 
introduced the yield of ‘the sulphurets in the tallings fell off at once S100 per 
ton, so much more free gold being saved in the first’ process, The chlorination 
works of the Eurcka Mine are under the charge of Mr. G, Deetken, who was the 
first to Introduce the process successfully in Californta, In accordance with my 
resolution to abstain in the present report from all disscussion of processes, I 
postpone the description of chloripation until a future oceasion.”’ 

Statement of the Eureka Mine for the year ending Sept. 30, 1868, 

The amount of quartz worked during the year was 15,944 tons, The apparent 
cost of mining and milling was $12°54 per ton, but as there was an excess last 
year of quartz on the surface, and 500 tons in the mine, the actual cost of work- 
ing is reduced to $12°44.) The apparent yield for the year Is $30°86 per ton, but 
as $14,000, belonging to last year’s accouut, Was carfied over to this year, the 
actual yield has been 831°24 per ton.

MINING IN SPAIN—THE GEOLOGY OF THE HUELVA 
DISTRICT, 

At the Geologists’ Association meeting, at the University College 
library, on Thursday (Prof, Morris, President, in the chair), Mr. Par- 
TISON, F.G.5., gave an address on the subject of a recent visit he had 
paid to the pyrites district in Huelva, in the South of Spain. After 
a rapid sketch of the general geology of the peninsula, noticing the 
great east and west mountain ridges, with wide intervening table 
land and plains, he described the granite of Old Castile, which is 
variously decomposed, bouldered, and drifted; then the ridge of the 
Toledo Mountains; and, finally, that of the Sierra Morena, distin- 
guished by stronger mineralisation, and the tertiary plains of the 
Guadalquivir, After quitting Seville, and reaching the banks of the 
River Tinto, at the fine old fortified town of Niebla, Red Sandstone 
is met with, including huge masses of limestone, worked for econo- 
mical purposes, Again descending into the tertiary plain, the mio- 
cene cliffs around the town of Huelva were alluded to, and then the 
course of the Buitron Railway from St. Juan by Trigueros. The pale 
southern tertiaries are covered with deep red gravel and sand, Ris- 
ing with the slope of the country, towards the Sierra, the road enters 
a district composed of wavy hills, of coarse grits, shales, and schis- 
tose rocks, with frequent patches of greenstone. There does not ap- 
pear to be any limestone, nor were any fossils seen, save obscure 
crinoidal stems. The whole series is treated as Silurian in the only 
geological maps known. The strike of the rocks and of the chains 
of wave-like barren hills is east and west, the bedding nearly verti- 
cal, frequently varying with small folds, and a general northerly dip. 
The pink-red stains soon betray the presence of manganese, hillocks 
of which are seen on the wharves at the stations ready for transit. 
The manganese occurs, as is usual with this mineral, in bunchy de- 
posits, coincident with the bedding of the rocks, as higher ground is 
attained; at Valverde the rocks become more talcose, and quartz 
veins are numerous, 

Soon the patches of distant smoke indicate the region of pyrites, 
as they rise from the calcining-works, The same coarse and thin 
bedded schists continue, until a double line of low stones is seen at 
intervals crossing the country; these are the saal-bands—vein-walls, 
which extend in the direction of the strike, but not quite interbedded 
evenly. Between these are deposits or strong veins. Wherever the 
surface is reddened by oxide of iron, the depth is occupied by a mass 
of pyrites. Besides this indication there is invariably the trace of 
old workings, called Roman, and, probably, executed under Roman 
dominion, There are, at Buitron, for instance, sinuous galleries, 
through which the best portion of the ore at the upper surface of 
the deposit has been extracted. There are also shafts, and, at some 
little distance, slag-heaps, where the ores have been smelted. Mr, 
Pattison described the Buitron deposit, with its uniform large deposit 








off ore, crossed by bands, varying in the percentage of copper. The 
ore contains about 48 per cent. of sulphur, from 10 to 20 per cent. of 
iron, from 1 to 5 per cent. of copper, and some silica in a finely di- 
vided condition. It is either sent to England as it is dug out of the 
mine, or treated by cementation, as it is called—burnt by its own 
sulphur in the open air, and the burnt ore treated for the copper. 
Che precipitates are also obtained by the usual processes. The lead 
is also saved, but is inconsiderable. Another process is sometimes 
used, suitable only to ores containing under 2 per cent. of copper, 
called kernel roasting, whereby the copper is by very slow combus- 
tion driven to the centre. 

Mr. Pattison then described the physical feature of this remark- 
able district, and referred to the great deposits on the same parallel 
of the Rio Tinto, the Tharsis, and the San Domingo. In none of 
these containing rocks does there appear to be any true slaty cleav- 
age, though there are occasionally good slate flagstones. Mr. Pat- 
tison then referred to the literature of this subject, especially to Mr, 
J. L, Thomas’s pamphlet on the Rio Tinto Mines, and to Mr, Green’s 
able description in the Quarterly Journal of Science for October, 1868. 

Prof. Morris, in conveying a vote of thanks for the address, referred 
to various points of geological and mincralogical interest, gave a 
lucid account of the process of kernel roasting, and suggested that 
it explained many phenomena of segregation in the old rocks and 
sandstones, The great economical value of these huge deposits of 
pyrites was referred to by other speakers, and explanation given of 
geological maps and specimens illustrative of the subject. 








MINING ENTERPRISE IN THE NEW WORLD. 


The enormous mineral wealth of the Pacific States of the Union 
is so thoroughly well known, that the question which should natu- 
rally present itself to capitalists is, not whether it is desirable to in- 
vest in the western mines, but which particular district, and often 
which particular mine, offers the greatest prospect of success.

the supply of water is dependent upon railways and locomotives. 

The property whicb it is now proposed to develope by the ECLIPSE 
GOLD MINING CoMPANY is situated in Owen’s Valley, which has the 
advantage of being very fertile, and is, like most of the valleys of 
California, quickly filling with settlers. Labour can be obtained as 
cheaply as in other parts of California. There are great facilities 
for the carriage of ore from and materials to the mines, and a ditch, 
which will ensure the company a never-failing supply of water, can 
be secured for 50007, Captain James Barratt, by whom the property 
has been inspected, reports that free gold is seen in the main lode, 
but not often, although it is very rich. There are 500 tons of good 
workable ore broken, drawn to surface, and put in thetip. Itseems 
generally anticipated that the South pacific Railway will be brought 
up through the Owen’s Valley: indeed, there is little doubt that this 
project will be carried out, and, of course, it will enhance the value 
of the property greatly, Assays made by Messrs. Johnson, Matthey, 
and Co, of samples taken by Capt. Barratt gave from 4 dwts. to 
134 oz. of gold, and from 1} to 8$ ozs. of silver per ton. Captain 
Barratt states that the assays were fairly taken, and the average 
of the 14 samples is 4 ozs. gold and 16} ozs of silver. He thinks it 
is not too much to say that the Eclipse will be found equal to any 
other mine in California, 

The reports of Capt. F., C. Harpur, Capt. Joseph Eudey, and others, 
are equally encouraging, Capt. Thomas Faull remarking that for an 
outlay of $20,000 or $25,000 water can be brought to the mine from 
Owen’s River in sufficient quantity to drive any amount of machinery 
required, and the Eclipse Mine be made the best gold mine ever be- 
fore the public. The enormous success which has attended Mr, Hay- 
men’s efforts in Brazil, and his intimate acquaintance with gold 
mining affairs, and the principle of conducting them, affords a ma- 
terial guarantee for the dona fide nature of any enterprise with which 
he connects himself ; and, judging from the reports of the Eclipse 
property, there appears no reason to doubt that there is an ample 
field for enterprise, which only the application of such energy and 
skill as it is now likely to receive, is required to render it largely and 
permanently remunerative to all concerned. 





THE UNY LELANT MINING DisTRICTI. 


The dividends at present being paid by such mines as the Provi- 
dence, Wheal Kitty, Wheal Margaret, as well as the large amounts

Inthe Uny Lelant district 
the earth has yielded to the miner here half a million, there half a 
million; here again a quarter of a million, there again a quarter of 
a million ; dividends to the extent of hundreds of thousands (inclu- 
sive of fortunes for many a well-known name), and dues to the ex- 
tent of hundreds of thousands more. As we turn and look towards 
the Mount close to us is Wheal Margaret, which has raised 320,000/, 
worth of tin, given 68,0007, in dividends, and 14,0002. in dues ; a di- 
vidend of 10s. per share last quarter, and another of similar amount 
on Wednesday last. 

The Wheal Reeth, which is in still closer proximity to the new sett, 
has returned in a period of ten years nearly 3515 tons of tin, which, 
at the price of the present time, would have given nearly 250,000/. 
The Giew Consolidated has equally good prospects, and appears, 
moreover, to possess all the requisite facilities for economical deve- 
lopment.

The combined setts as they stand at present appear to present all 
the advantages that could be desired, and, as the property has been 
acquired on very favourable terms, it is generally felt that the com- 
pany willcommence operations under unexceptionable circumstances. 
Capt, John Nancarrow reports that if tin be only broken as when the 
mines were stopped, which there appears no reason to doubt, from 
15 to 20 tons per month might, when the mine is cleared, at once be 
raised; besides which, valuable discoveries are likely to be made,

Immediately after the engine is started, and the draining advanced a little, there 
will be an opportunity of opening up tin ground for the tributers, who, knowing 
what Polbreen used to yield them, are anxiously waiting to beset to work, The 
recent valuable discovery of tin in the western part of Wheal Kitty is on a lode 
that must run right through Polbreen, and, of course, will greatly increase the 
value of the sett.

Myers, accompanied by Mr. R. J. Davids, C.E., of Carnarvon, and the general ma- 
nager of the New Prince of Wales Quarry, carefully inspected the Festiniog Rail- 
way and its plant and appliances, and traversed the line from Festiniog to Port- 
madoc at a rate of from 20 to 30 miles an hour, on this tiny gauge of 2fi.. The 
ease and safety of the line were the subject of frequent observation, and it was 
evident that great breadth of gauge is no necessary element In the construction 
of a line possessing in an eminent degree the advantages of easy gliding motion, 
perfect safety, and relatively high speed, when sharp curves aud a raling gra- 
dient of 1 in 60 are taken into consideration.
